Gen.-Luke E. Wright of Tennessee, 
Who Was in the Roosevelt Cabi- 
net; Jacob M. Dickinson, Another 
Southerner, Who Was in Taft’s 
Cabinet, and Henry L. Stimson 
of New York, Who Succeeded Mr. 
Dickinson, All Agree on Our. Un- 
preparedness and Tell What We 
Should Do to Correct It. 


NEW YORK, June 26. 
URING the recent peace and preparation 
D conference held in this city, a repre- 
sentative of the Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World asked Gen. Luke E. Wright, 
Jacob M. Dickinson and Henry L. Stimson, three 
former secretaries of war, to give their views on 
America’s preparedness for war and what this 
country could do if suddenly. called upon, under 
present conditions, to fight for its existence. 
Gen. Wright served in President - Roosevelt's 
Cabinet; Mr. Dickinson in President Taft's Cab- 
dnet, and Mr. Stimson succeeded Dr. Dickinson. 
Their views follow: 


Dickinson Says We Must 
Be Prepared Always to 
Resist Unjust Aggression 
ad | HERE is a condition worse than war— 


it is abject submission to aggression!” 
Jacob M. Dickinson, former Secretary 
of War in President Taft’s Cabinet, was speaking. 
There would be no more fervent advocate of dis- 
armament if all nations could be brought to dis- 
armament together; but until that day comes 
be stands squarely for sufficient armament to 
enable the United States to resist the unjust ag- 
gression of any country. That was Mr. Dickin- 
son’s position before the present war started, and 
it is his position today. He said: 

“It is the dominant idea of our people that we 
will wage no war of aggression, that we will only 
+ « in defense of our rights when unjustly as- 
sailed, that we will only proceed to extreme meas- 
ures after all reasonable efforts shall have been 
made to adjust differences by peaceable means. 
Unless we are going to lull ourselves into that se- 
curity which comes from willful blindness to our 
situation, we must consider out state of prepared- 
mess and our means for self-protection against 
unjust aggression. 

“Now, after devoting nearly two years, as was 
my duty as Secretary of War, to the study of 
our military affairs, and after availing myself of 
a)! the information furnished by the general staff 
and the war college, I found that the regular army 
of the United States was deficient in numbers, 
lacking in the proper proportion of all arms and 
certain staff corps, lacking in reserve and field 
guns, ammunition and supplies necessary to its op- 
erations in the field, and which could not be 
promptly procured if war should break out. 

“I further found that the corps of coast artil- 
lery of the regular army was deficient in num- 
bers, that our defenses lacked important equip- 
ment, @uch as fire control, searchlights and power 
plants, and that the reserve of ammunition was 
deficient. 

“The same conditions existed with regard to our 
organized militia. I found that it was deficient 
fn numbers and in all arms, and defective in that 
it lacked its proper proportions of cavalry, field 
artillery, engineers, signal corps and sanitary or- 


ganizations, and that it was not fully or properly. 


organized into higher units. 


Not Ready Even for Defense. 

ad URTHER, as regards the militia, I found 
that it had no reserve supplies of arms 
and field equipment to raise it from a 

peace to a war footing; that its personnel was 

deficient in training and that it had upon its rolls 

many men who could not be counted upon for 

service during any lengthy period of war. 

“It was my judgment that so far as its land 
forces were concerned our Government could not 
be considered in a state of readiness for defense 
or to repel invasion if attempted on our coast by 
any first-class Power having the shipping to 
transport and the navy to protect the transit of 
her armed forces over the sea. 

“I was further of the opinion that we were al- 
most wholly unprepared for a defensive war with 
a first-class Power; that outside of a reserve of 
small arms and small-arms ammunition we had 
_ not equipment adequate to meet even the needs 
of our then regular army and organized militia 
at war strength, and absolutely nothing to equip 
other rroops, and that the things we most needed 
were the things that would take the longest time 
to supply, especially field artillery, zuns and am- 
munition. 

“This was nearly four years ago. The condition 
has not materially changed. The vast scale upon 
‘which the present war is being conducted and the 
demand shown for war material emphasizes these 
views. They are abundantly confirmed in the ad- 
mirable report of the present Secretary of War 
and in the report of Major-General W. W. Woth- 
erspoon, conceded to be one of the best informed 
and most accomplished of our officers, now re- 
tired, which he made as Chief of Staff as recently

United States Wholly Unprepared. 
“Ty NLESS we reject all this evidence as un- 


trustworthy it is perfectly patent that 

so far as our army is concerned we are 
wholly unprepared to defend ourselves against in- 
vasion by any first-class Power. 

“It is no departure from our traditional ad- 
vocacy of peace to imform ourselves of our mil- 
itary status, or to prepare ourselves to resist in- 
vasion, or to protect our citizens in their just 
rights of person and property. If these things 
be militaristic then I am militaristic. The truth 
is that the time has not come when we can dis- 
pense with armament; that at present, without 
regard to the attitude of the warring nations, our 
army and navy defenses are\ wholly inadequate 
for war with any first-class Power or even for 
defense against aggression. 

“We never have had, and unless overpowering 
necessity forces it upon them, our people never 
will tolerate, a large standing army, but we must 
be prepared to resist unjust aggression. By short- 
er enlistments and passing men through the army 
irto civil life subject to call we could largely in- 
crease our available force in a few years. Many 
more trained officers could be graduated from 
West Point, many more in any case than we need 
in times of peace, and the surplus passing into 
civil life subject to call could build up a corps to 
be relied upon in case of necessity. Our national 
guard could be vastly improved; proper stores and 
equipment could be provided. All this could and 
should be done.” 


Wright, Abhorring War, 
Declares Our Army Ought 


to Be Doubled Quickly 
“T HE United States ought to increase its 


army two-fold, and it ought to develop 

and perfect the national guard sys- 
tem—or inaugurate a new and better system—by 
which at least 400,000 trained national guards, 
with trained officers to lead them, can make a 
first-line defense.”’ 

Gen. Luke E. Wright of Tennessee, former 
Governor of the Philippines and Ambassador to 
Japan, who was Secretary of War from July, 
1908, to March 3, 1913, thus outlined to me what 
be believed to be the minimum. preparation that 
the United States should make against foreign 
aggression. But he made it perfectly plain that 
he was a man of peace, not of war, and that he 
hated and abhorred the brutality, the injustice and 
the wastefulness of international conflict. He 
said: 3 

“Now, I do not believe in a great standing 
army. The American people do not believe in 
it. What is more, they will not stand for it. 
But I do believe that we ought to have a regular 
army, adequate to make a first line of defense, 
and to give us a breathing spell within which to 
organize out of the abundance of our magnificent 
raw material the army that we can furnish, 
and would furnish if the necessity arose. 

“It may be that even if we had no more prepara- 
tion than we have today, we could drag along, suf- 
fer defeat after defeat, disaster after disaster, 
and as we fell back from the sea coast to the 
mountains, gradually train our men. But just 
think of what that would cost ih money and in 
men, in the blood of the best and bravest of our 
youth. Surely no one will say that we ought to 
be compelled to sacrifice the flower of our youth 
in order to get ready to make war. The time to 
do it is now.

ccntinent more than 35,000 regular soldiers, com- 
manded by trained officers, and we could not re- 
inforce them within thirty days, from our nation- 
ai guards, by more than 60,000 men who would 
be untrained, with no skilled officers, without ade- 
quate artillery. or transport, or any of the para- 
phernalia that goes to make an efficient army in 
the field. 

“Those are the facts, and it is no good saying, 
as has been said to me, ‘Well, what about it. We 
licked the Spaniards without the slightest trouble, 
and we didn’t have any better army than we have 
now!’ The answer to that is we conquered a dead 
man. A little naval battle at the mouth of the 
Santiago harbor ended tk2 dispute. Spain was 
moribund, bankrupt, wornout. Brave and proud 
and chivalrous, yes, but unable to do battle any 
longer. But suppose one of the great Powers of 
Europe had backed Spain up, what then? 

“We remember, some of us do at least, some 
rather interesting incidents that happened in 


Manilla Bay when Admiral Dewey and the Ger- ¢ 


man Admiral, if all accounts be true, 
close to coming to grips. Suppose that had un- 
fortunately come to pass? Would we have been in 
any position to have carried on a real war? We 
would not, and we can thank God that better 
counsels prevailed.” 


Increasing Our Supply of Officers.

tion which Gen. Wright believes necessary 

‘to which he attaches greater importance 
than to the training of young men who could be- 
come officers in the army in case of need. And 
in order to get them he does not think it nec- 
2seary that they should pass through the four 
years at West Point, like officers of the regular 
army. He said: 

“It-is not necessary to pass young men through 
the regular curriculum at West Point to make 
officers, and good officers, of them. The fact 
is that although West Point is a most admirable 
institution, I have long thought that is curricvu- 
lum could be shortened by half, 
men a little older and a little better educated 
were placed in the school. The technical end of 
it, as far as that is concerned, can be learned in 
a much shorter time than four years. A scheme 
can be formulated by which trained officers can 
be educated from the young men who are finish- 
ing their education in engineering and technical 
schools. 

“In their cases one year’s course in military 
preparation will make just as good and in some 
cases better engineering officers than those that 
now come from West Point. In other words, 
there is no magic in the name of West Point. 

“The thing is to deal with this question in a 
practical way, and that is the way I ask the 
people of the United States to deal with it. 
with the question of war preparation as 
would with vour own business affairs, 
the most for the money you invest—not for the 
money you waste, but for the money you invest 
as an insurance against disaster in case of war, 
in case this land of ours is ever attacked.”

Stimson Urges a System 
of Military Training for 
College Men in Vacation 


O Former Secretary of War Henry Stim- 
T son belongs the credit of putting forward 
what many believe is a most practical 
suggestion. He urged that every college man 
should devote one or two of his summer vacations 
tc military training, which should be regarded as 
a part of his training in citizenship—so much so 
that a man who shirked it would be regarded 
by his fellows as having shirked a part of his ) 
duty in life. 

Shortages in equipment, Mr. Stimson said, 
cculd and should be brought up to the necessary 
standards. Field guns, rifles, ammunition are 
being manufactured in this country today with a 
rapidity that surpasses anything believed pos- 
sible a few years ago. It is comparatively an 
easy matter to get the minimum supply suggested 
by the general staff of the army and the army 
war college experts. But there remains the short- 
age of men and above all the shortage of trained 
men and officers. On this point Mr. Stimson 
said: 

“The most vital of all shortages is the short- 
age of trained men fit to be the officers of our 
citizen army—the shortage which is now crippling 
the efforts of England, which is one of the causes 
that has permitted Russia to be hurled back from 
the Carpathians. That is the shortage which 
)in the United States transcends and exceeds all 
others.

LONDON, June 10. 
EB. 19, 1915, will henceforth be numbered 
f with the well-remembered dates of history. 
It was the day when the allied fleet first 
showed itself to the gunners in the forts at the 
entrance to the Dardanelles. 

Speedily and secretly, from the corners of the 
four seas, this host of gray monsters had assem- 
bled, guided to their rendezvous by mysterious 
messages caught from the others. On the morn- 
ing of Feb. 19, I first saw Saddul Bahr and Kum 
Kale from the quarterdeck of a battleship. Obe- 
dient to those weird burrs and buzzes of wireless 
telegraphy, H. M. S. Triumph had steamed some 


thousands of miles from her work in the China} 


seas. There to the eastward lay the historic Hel- 
lespont, a strip of water round which centers to- 
day greater interests than those which in ancient 
times gave to it classic fame. Here, between 
Sestos and Abydos, Xerxes crossed in 480 B. C. 
to enter Europe. Alexander crossed a century and 
a half later to enter Asia. Neither event can 
compare in importance with the present enter- 
prise of forcing the narrows. 

As we approach from the archipelago the ob- 
jects that first attract the eye are the “first 
castles” of Eurape and Asia. The former, called 
the Turks Seddul Bahr, ‘‘The Barrier of the 
Sea,” is situated at the extremity of the old Thra- 
cian Cherzonesus, and is supposed to be built out 
of the ruins of the ancient Elus. On the Asiatic 
suore is Kum Kale, “Sand Castle,” near which is 
the little town of Yenishehir. The reputed tombs 
of Achilles and Patroclus can be seen beyond the 
castle.

One descends innumerable 
iron ladders and eventually, under what is called 
the “‘belt deck” (surrounded by an armored belt), 
one reaches the magazines, well below the water 
line. It is hot, crowded and stuffy. There is too 
little room to move about and too little light to 
read. One sits on an ammunition case, tucks 
up one’s legs and watches. The ammunition pa3- 
sages, looking like dimly lighted tunnels, run fore 
aud aft.

The Wail of the First Shot. 


W HAT is that? A noise which no arransge- 


ment of vowels and consonants can 

convey. For a moment the whole ship 
trembles, and even buried here we hear a faint 
wail, gradually dying away. The Triumph has 
fired the first gun. We shall get used to it in 
time, but the first shot ‘‘fired in anger’’ is curious- 
ly memorable. The supply parties have all their 
work to do in carrying out orders. Half-stripped, 
yet sweating, they send up as ordered, “10 ordi- 
nary,” ‘‘7.5 lyddite,” ‘“‘half-charges cordite on the 
port side.”” Today there is a heavy demand for 
“10” shells, and more have to be hauled by pully 
from the lower magazines. 

“Volunteers wanted,” shouts an officer, and im- 
mediately a dozen willing hands from the disen-

MAGINE it. The sun is setting over the hills — 
| on the Asiatic shores. The air is perfectly — 
clear and the limpid sea outside the entrance — 
is colored, in patches, every shade of blue 
green and yellow.

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_, LERGERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
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aS. Interpreting War Facts. 
To the Walter of the Post-Dispatch. 

Varidtie statements have appeared in this 
column of late, concerning facts which are s8uS- 
ceptible of a different interpretation, For in- 
stanc®’one of your correspondents said that the 
Belgian Neutrality Treaty of 1830-1831 had lapsed. 
Now at the time of the Chinese boxer uprising, 
the Belgian Government fitted out-a contingent of 
troops to co-operate with the allies, and the ex- 
pedition was ordered disbanded at the very last 
mroment; by order of the joint Powers, “So as not 
to create a precedent which would place the 
neutrality of the country in doubt.” 

Some readers have asked “where was the mis- 
tress of the seas,”’ when the Lusitania went down. 
They have failed to consider that to provide mill- 
tery escort to a passenger ship, would have robbed 
the passengers of their status and immunity under 
intérmational law. Germany very quick to seize 
upon a technicality to justify an outrage would 
have argued that the presence of war craft 
changed a peaceful liner into a military expedi- 
tion subject to all the risks of warfare. Finally 
soméone wrote “Let us not talk about Italy.” 
Why? When a man commits a felony, his friends 
and associates are justified in severing relations, 
and even joining his enemies for the good of the 
community. Moreover is there an intelligent man 
who dees not perceive that Italy’s move is really 
necessitated by self defense? A Teuton victory 
would mean that the country would soon be 
placed under Austrian domination, after the rava- 
ges of a hopeless war, to punish her for having 
withheld her support at the outbreak of hosttli- 
tles, Now is her only chance, and the Italian 
‘people, not merely their ruling heads have felt it, 
this fact is highly significant in itself being the 
reverse of what happened in all the other coun- 
tries at war. Italy has a far better claim than 
Getmany when it comes to declaring that they 
are fighting for their existence.

Mr. Bryan’s expressed views are opposed to 
the sentiments and opinions of the elements 
which are taking advantage of his propaganda 
and using him as a means of stirring up strife 
to the advantage of one of the belligerents, while 
we are striving to preserve friendly neutrality 
with all.

If Mr. Bryan’s campaign confuses the public 
mind, embarrasses the Government and increases 
our difficulties—if it turns a foreign issue into 
a domestic fight he cannot plead his words; he 
will be judged by the consequences of his course. 

Mr. Bryan is in a critical position. He is in 
danger of earning the unique distinction of un- 
intentionally betraying his country. That he is 
sacrificing its highest interests to his own pur- 
poses has become evident.

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ALBERTA LEADS THE WAY. 

The Province of Alberta, Canada, first among 
American states, has enacted a law taking for 
provincial uses 5 per cent of the unearned incre- 
ment in land values. The law applies chiefly 
to cities, since it is there such gains are largest 
and most rapid. It provides: 


There shall be payable upon the registra- 
tion under the Land Titles Act of any trans- 
fer of land, a tax of 6 per cent on the in- 
creased value of the said land over and above 
the value thereof according to the last pre- 
ceding value for the purposes of this act; exe 
cluding in all cases the cost of improvement 
or development work actually made or done 
upon or in connection with the said land. 


If a private owner’s lands decline in value, his 
tax upon them is everywhere reduced to corre- 
spond. Is there any sound reason why he ought 
not to be glad to give the town, or as in this 
case the province, a small part, for social uses, 
of the new values, socially created, which the 
community hands to him upon a silver platter? 
That’s what it amounts to. 

And if he isn’t willing to be a good citizen to 
that extent; if he is porcine and demands to be 
permitted to share the benefits of community 
service and community protection, without pay- 
ing his fair share of the cost, ought not the com- 
munity to teach him better manners? 
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TURKEY POLITICS JUST LIKE ILLINOIS. 

Constantinople just now, in the lingo of poll- 
tics, is a ringer for Springfield, Ill. Constantino- 
ple is just as Ill as Springfield ever was, and the 
Sick Man of Turkey, the Sultan himself, is on 
his deathbed—they hope. He is suffering from 
a major operation and they, his political heirs, 
assigns and a few rank outsiders, are already 
quarreling over the successorship in a manner that 
vividly recalls the last few years of Uncle Shelby 
M. Cullom’s career. A family caucus has selected 
Yussof Izzedit, eldest male progeny of the late 
Abdul Bedamned, for regent as soon as the present 
Incumbent shuffles off—if he does. Yussof Izzedit 
ls opposed by a kind of vigilance committee of 
the plain people which calls itself by the fancy 
name, Committee on Union and Progress—it is a 
sort of Progressive split-off from the Grand Old 
Party of the Harem. The consequence, so the 
cables say, is a regular deadlock. The Dineens 
and Lawrence Y. Shermans and Dick Yateses are 
pulling and hauling and the ladies of the Harem 
are lobbying around and the Constantinople pa- 
pers are getting out extras, scandals and corks 
are popping, money is passing, the Lincoln Stef- 
fenses are snooping around and writing at inter- 
vals, bookmakers are shouting odds, taxis are 
scurrying hither and thither, the bars are doing ua 
rushing business, the Jerusalem delegation is 
marching up toward the royal hospital with an 
elght-piece brass band—in a word, it is what 
Roger Sullivan would call a rough house. And 
the chances are that it will last until the old man 
gets well. 
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COTTON-EXPORT DECLINE IS SMALL. 

Figures on cotton exports brought up to date 
have a bearing on the prosperity situation. Ex- 
ports to France declined by 413,440 bales and to 
the rest of the Continent, including Russia, by 
666,696 bales. In other words, the decline in ex- 
ports to France, whose ocean trade has not been 
interfered with, is two-thirds as much as the 
decline to European countries with which com- 
munication has been more or less interrupted. 

The British Isles took 327,315 more bales than 
in the previous year. The net decline in exports 
to all Europe was only 9 per cent, or 752,821 
bales, partially offset by small increases in ex- 
ports to Japan and other countries. 

Practically all the crop must by this time have 
been turned into money and, while the low price 
has inflicted great hardships on the growers, the 
middlemen must have obt:i.ined fair profits. With 
a decreased acreage the principal handicap on 
remunerative prices this year is the exorbitance 
of ocean freight rates, which must affect the 
producer at home as well as the consumer abroad. 
The issue of American ships to carry Amert- 
can products to market will be as important next 
fall as it was last fall.

‘*Unless I am mistaken, Mr. Wilson marks a turn- 


ing point in American history. Having had a good 
exhibition of conspicuous fitness for that high of- 
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Politicians and half-baked little servants of the 
people can continue to hold minor offices in the re- 
public, but when it comes to the presidency we shall 
want someone who typifies the ideals and aspira- 
tions of this country like Woodrow Wilson. That 
sort of man stands for civilization. He is sensible 
to the country’s intelligence and its refinements of 
feeling. He is as far above the one-gallus business 
of other days as the heavers are above earth, and he 
is no more to be compared with the men who thought 
in terms of the special interests than a wise man is 
to be compared with a headhunter. After having had 
scientific farming and scientific everything else, we 
are having scientific government.

That is the reason why, 
with the national conventions less than a year off, 
we hear so little about nominations. We won't hear 
much about them, either.

Variots statements have appeared in this 
column of late, concerning facts which are suS- 
ceptible of a different interpretation, For in- 
stanc®’ one of your correspondents said that the 
Belgian Neutrality Treaty of 1830-1831 had lapsed. 
Now at the time of the Chinese boxer uprising, 
the Belgian Government fitted out a contingent of 
troops to co-operate with the allies, and the ex- 
pedition was ordered disbanded at the very last 
roment; by order of the joint Powers, “So as not 
to crente a precedent which would place the 
neutrality of the country in doubt.” 

Some readers have asked “where was the mis- 
tress of the seas,”’ when the Lusitania went down. 
They have failed to consider that to provide mill- 
tery escort to a passenger ship, would have robbed 
the passengers of their status and immunity under 
intérnational law. Germany very quick to seize 
upon a technicality to justify an outrage would 
have argued that the presence of war craft 
changed a-peaceful liner into a military expedi- 
tion subject to all the risks of warfare. Finally 
soméone wrote “Let us not talk about Italy.” 
Why?. When a man commits a felony, his friends 
end associates are justified in severing relations, 
and even joining his enemies for the good of the 
community. Moreover is there an intelligent man 
who dees not perceive that Italy’s move is really 
necessitated by self defense? A Teuton victory 
would mean that the country would soon be 
placed under Austrian domination, after the rava- 
ges of a hopeless war, to punish her for having 
withheld her support at the outbreak of hostili- 
tles. Now is her-only chance, and the Itallan 
people, not merely their ruling heads have felt it, 
this fact is highly significant in itself being the 
reverse of what happened in all the other coun- 
tries at war. Italy has a far better claim than 
Germany when it comes to declaring that they 
are fighting for their existence.

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STILL AN OPEN QUESTION. 

Collier’s declares the Federal Court’s decision 
for the United States Steel Co. {s a triumph for 
the Progressive doctrine that regulated monopoly 
is better than “wasteful” free competition. It 
cites press comment approving the decisions as 
proof that the country stands with Roosevelt for 
regulated monopoly rather than with Wilson for 
free competition. 

Not so. The company was acquitted on proof 
it had not exercised, although {it possessed, 
monopoly power. 

The American people in our judgment will never 
stand for industrial monopolies, whether public 
or private. They will hold open the door of op- 
portunity for individual talent. They will pre- 
serve the principle of free competition as the best 
guaranty of progress. 
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THE DISCOURAGED CLAM. 

Federal legislation to protect clams in American 
rivers is urged by the clam-shell button makers. 
F. C. Vetter of Muscatine, addressing the National 
Association of Garment Workers in Chicago, said: 

The family life of the Mississippi! clam has 
been so broken up by the hunters that the 
clam has become discouraged. The clams 
are beginning to hide in the river beds and 
are losing their former boldness, It !s prob- 
able that within a dozen years buttons will 
be valuable trinkets. People will be wearing 
clothes without buttons and this will change 
the whole mode of dress of the country. 

We do not share Mr. Vetter's fear that the dis- 
couragement of the clams will usher in a button- 
less era—there are so many other substances of 
which buttons can be made—yet we do feel that, 
op humanitarian grounds, something ought to be 
done to guarantee the clam family a sporting 
chance for its life. 

The contrast between its former boldness— 
which may have been even so fine a trait as in- 
nocent trustfulness in man's sense of fair play 
and its present downheartedness, pains 
deeply. 

It is further worth considering whether, with 
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Characterjstic American recklesspoga, the clam- | 
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sbel! button manufacturers are aot wickedly de- 
stroying a valuable national asset, which might be 
nade a permanent source of revenue, through their 
vaste to “cash it in” quickly. 
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ALBERTA LEADS THE WAY. 

The Province of Alberta, Canada, first among 
American states, has enacted a law taking for 
provincial uses 5 per cent of the unearned incre- 
ment in land values. The law applies chiefly 
to cities, since it is there such gains are largest 
and most rapid. It provides: 


There shall be payable upon the registra- 
tion under the Land Titles Act of any trans- 
fer of land, a tax of 6B per cent on the in- 
creased value of the said land over and above 
the value thereof according to the last pre- 
ceding value for the purposes of this act; ex- 
cluding in all cases the cost of improvement 
or development work actually made or done 
upon or in connection with the said land. 


If a private owner’s lands decline in value, his 
tax upon them is everywhere reduced to corre- 
spond. Is there any sound reason why he ought 
not to be glad to give the town, or as in this 
case the province, a small part, for social uses, 
of the new values, socially created, which the 
community hands to him upon a silver platter? 
That’s what it amounts to. 

And if he isn’t willing to be a good citizen to 
that extent; if he is porcine and demands to be 
permitted to share the benefits of community 
service and community protection, without pay- 
ing his fair share of the cost, ought not the com- 
munity to teach him better manners? 
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TURKEY POLITICS JUST LIKE ILLINOIS. 

Constantinople just now, in the lingo of poli- 
tics, is a ringer for Springfield, Ill. Constantino- 
ple is just as Ill as Springfield ever was, and the 
Sick Man of Turkey, the Sultan himself, is on 
his deathbed—they hope. He is suffering from 
a major operation and they, his political heirs, 
assigns and a few rank outsiders, are already 
quarreling over the successorship in a manner that 
vividly recalls the last few years of Uncle Shelby 
M. Cullom’s career. A family caucus has selected 
Yussof Izzedit, eldest male progeny of the late 
Abdul Bedamned, for regent as soon as the present 
Incumbent shuffles off—if he does. Yussof Izzedit 
is opposed by a kind of vigilance committee of 
the plain people which calls itself by the fancy 
name, Committee on Union and Progress—it is a 
sort of Progressive split-off from the Grand Old 
Party of the Harem. The consequence, so the 
cables say, is a regular deadlock. The Dineens 
and Lawrence Y. Shermans and Dick Yateses are 
pulling and hauling and the ladies of the Harem 
are lobbying around and the Constantinople pa- 
pers are getting out extras, scandals and corks 
are popping, money is passing, the Lincoln Stef- 
fenses are snooping around and writing at inter- 
vals, bookmakers are shouting odds, taxis are 
scurrying hither and thither, the bars are doing u 
rushing business, the Jerusalem delegation is 
marching up toward the royal hospital with an 
elght-piece brass band—in a word, it is what 
Roger Sullivan would call a rough house. And 
the chances are that it will last until the old man 
gets well. 
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COTTON-EXPORT DECLINE IS SMALL. 

Figures on cotton- exports brought up to date 
have a bearing on the prosperity situation. Ex- 
ports to France declined by 413,440 bales and to 
the rest of the Continent, including Russia, by 
666,696 bales. In other words, the decline in ex- 
ports to France, whose ocean trade has not been 
interfered with, 
decline to European countries with which com- 
munication has been more or less interrupted. 

The British Isles took 327,315 more bales than 
in the previous year. The net decline in exports 
to all Europe was only 9 per cent, or 752,821 
bales, partially offset by small increases in ex- 
ports to Japan and other countries. 

Practically all the crop must by this time have 
been turned into money and, while the low price 
has inflicted great hardships on the growers, the 
middlemen must have obt:.ined fair profits. With 
a decreased acreage the principal handicap on 
remunerative prices this year is the exorbitance 
of ocean freight rates, which must affect the 
producer at home as well as the consumer abroad. 

The issue of American ships to carry Amert- 
can products to market will be as important next 
fall as it was last fall. 
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HIGH-PRESSURE CIRCULATION. 

The newest fashionable disease, as it is called, 
is strictly not a disease at all. 

It is only a condition. Sometimes it may bea 
symptom of disease. When easy ways of meas- 
uring the pressure of water in water mains had 
been discovered, it was only a step to medical 
ways of measuring the pressure of blood in blood 
vessels: Not much use was made of it for a while. 
Our grandfathers and most of our fathers would 
have made shocking remarks if they had found 
in the doctor bill a charge for determining the 
family’s arterial tension. 

The doctors kept clapping on the testing ma- 
chine whenever they had a chance until they 
learned that for easy-going, normal, domestic use, 
the reliable old pumping station in the cardiac 
region maintains a pressure ranging from 120 to 
145. When double-alarm fire pressure runs it up 
a few points—not pounds—more than this, the 
doctor begins to talk real seriously. 

Just now, to.take your pressure is as much a 
part of the professional routine as to look at your 
tongue, feel your pulse or insert a glass thermom- 
eter in your mouth. The number of persons whose 
pressure has been found during the last year or 
two to be excessive is perfectly amazing. As 
might be expected, Mr. Roosevelt is one of them— 
his score being 200—and some daring physician 
who is courting a libel suit hes said that in con- 
sequence he would not make an Al life insur- 
ance risk. 

That, while fashionable, it will ever become as 
popular as appendicitis or tonsillotomy is highly 
improbable. While the doctors still are hopeful, 
the most anxious professional attention has so 
far been unable to discover any way of operating 
for it. It belongs in the class with frazzled nerves, 
brain fag, stomach disturbance 
cialist, for vacht 
and high-priced sanitaria. 

It is a complaint of the time.

The Country Approves Frank Commutation | 


GOV. SLATON DID RIGHT. 

Philadelphia inquirer: Outside of Atlanta, 
where popular prejudice has proved impermeable 
to reason, it will be the unanimous opinion that 
in commuting the death sentence of Leo M. Frank 
tu lifelong imprisonment, Gov. Slaton has done 
the right thing, has done, indeed, the only thing 
consistent with the demands of justice and the 
dictates of humanity. 

Frank was convicted under circumstances which 
cast the gravest doubt upon the righteousness 
of the verdict. It is barely possible, though most 
unlikely, that the jury which condemned him was 
not unduly influenced by public clamor, but 
ne one can have read the evidence by which 
its decision was determined without feeling that 
the guilt of the accused had not been unquestion- 
ably established. The only direct witness against 
him was an illiterate negro with a bad reputation, 
whose credibility had been seriously impaired 
by self-contradictions, and who may himself have 
committed the crime, which his testimony fastened 
upon Frank, and this circumstance was by itself 
sufficient to raise a doubt, of which the prisoner 
was entitled to the benefit. 


THE ELEMENT OF DOUBT. 


Pittsburg Gazette-Times: The case has in- 
volved both racial and religious prejudices and 
Sympathy, and for this reason has assumed 
extraordinary proportions in popular interest, so 
that it has not always been appraised on its 
merits outside the judicial tribunals in which it 
has been heard. The crime was of a character so 
atrocious that, provided guilt were clearly estab- 
lished, no extenuating circumstances could be 
pleaded. But the element of doubt that has been 
present from the start, and which in more than 
two years has not been reduced, let alone re- 
moved, is so serious that if the execution had 
been carried out today the community at large 
must have been shocked to a degree seldom wit- 
nessed. 


SLATON’S COURAGE. 


Philadelphia Press: No duty of a Chief Execu- 
tive is more difficult and yet more thankless than 
that of standing between the community and its 
unreasoning prejudices. Gov. Slaton knew full 
well that in signing the order for the commuta- 
tion of Frank’s sentence he was signing his own 
political death warrant. But he did not flinch. 
“Feeling as I do about this case,” he said, “I 
would be a murderer if I allowed this man to 
hang. It means that I must live in obscurity 
the rest of my days, but I would rather be plow- 


that I had a man’s blood on my hands.” 


Events have justified his prediction. Scarcely 
had his decision been announced when threaten- 
ing crowds began to gather. Reserve police had 
to be called out. Saloons were closed. Frank 
Was secretly removed from the Atlanta Jail to 
enother part of the State. Perhaps no man is as 
unpoplar today as Gov. Slaton among a certain 
element of the Georgia population. 

But for every Georgian that disapproves the 
Governor's decision there are a thousand unpreju- 
diced Americans who approve most heartily. 
Throughout the United States, in every walk of 
iife, there are men who agree that the grave 
doubts that exist as to Frank's guilt—to say noth- 
ing of the manner of his triar—entitled him to 


clemency. Some day, when calm good sense pre- 
vails again in Georgia, Gov. Slaton may receive 
in his own State the honor and praise that is due 
him for fearlessly doing his duty. 


GEORGIA WAS ON TRIAL. 

New York Globe: Even those people of At- 
lanta who all through the history of the Frank 
case have sought to influence authorities against 
Frank by means of popular demonstrations will 
approve of the action of Gov. Slaton after they 
calm down and come to their senses. 

Just now these people see nothing but the out- 
rage of Mary Phagan’s death. Their outraged 
feelings demand a victim. Popular imagination 
settled upon Frank as the- guilty man and from 
the first demanded his death. The mob has had no 
doubts in the matter. Nearly everyone connected 
with the case—except those who seem to have 
been playing for popular favor—has expressed 
grave doubts about Frank’s guilt. But the mob 
has had no doubts; it has been unwilling to listen 
to new evidence, or give its victim any chance 
for life at all. Frank had become a popular issue 
in Georgia. The man whose life was at stake 
was forgotten in the bitter partisanship which 
the case has aroused. 

For a criminal case to take on such proportions 
as this means that the State itself is on trial. 
And the Governor, in commuting the sentence, 
has saved his State from the charge that its 
authorities are susceptible to the influences of 
popular passion. 


THE MOB DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Pittsburg Dispsich: As.to the mob demonstra- 
tions against the Governor, they merely strength- 
en the opinion that the atmosphere in which Frank 
was tried made it impossible for him to obtain a 
fuir trial. It is not believed that they represent 
the real spirit of Georgia, which we would prefer 
tu think is exhibited by Gov. Slaton’s temperate 
and well-reasoned action. The hanging of the 
Governor in effigy and the mass meetings and 
mutterings of the mountaineers simply remind the 
world that there are yet some survivals of lynch- 
ing spirit in Georgia, which may impede the ad- 
ministration of justice, as in this case, but is hap- 
pily no longer able to usurp it. 


CHANCE TO PROVE INNOCENCE.

Attitude of the Mexican Leaders 


San Antonia Light: Francisco Lagos Chazaro, 
the so-called President of Mexico, who derives 
his title from the Zapatistas, has announced that 
he is violently opposed to the recent statement 
issued by President Wilson, urging the various 
factions in Mexico to “get together.” He inti- 
mates very clearly that if the United States 
should attempt to restore peace in Mexico he 
would oppose it by force of arms. 

He at any rate is no friend of the United States 
or the pacification program of President Wilson. 

Now comes Maytorena, the Villista Governor 
of the State of Sonora, who declares that if the 
United States lands any of its marines for the 
purpose of protecting the people on the west 
coast against the Yaqui Indians he will attack 
them. 


This Villista seems to be about as good a friend 
of the United States as Chazaro, the Zapatista. 

On the other hand Gen. Carranza has accepted 
the note of President Wilson in the exact spirit in 
which it was written. He has indulged in no 
cheap political display for the purpose of cre- 
ating sentiment in the breasts of the Mexican 
people. He has calmly adopted the course that 
bas seemed to him for the best interests of the 
Mexican people, and it is apparent from the fact 
that nine-tenths of the Mexican people are with 
him today, that they have come to have some 
understanding of the fact that in Carranza and 
in his party lie today the real hope of the Mex- 
ican people. 

The authorities at Washington have from the 
beginning been singularly slow to understand 
conditions in Mexico. The Americans are not 
a stupid people, but we have been stupid so far 
as Mexico is concerned. It has sometimes seemed 
as though the officials in Washington deliberate- 


ly closed their eyes to facts that were so plain | 


they could not be ignored or misunderstood. 

The latest evidence of this inability on the part 
of Washington to understand conditions in Mex- 
ico is the fact that it is always talking about the 
‘Villista-Zapata” party. They have seemed to 
believe that these two factions were united and 
beth opposed to Carranza. 


They are two separate parties, and have never 
been anything else. The Zapatistas are one party 
and the Villistas are another. They have nothing 


in common except a desire to work their will 
upon the country, regardless of the Constitution 
and the laws—and each of them desires to do this 
by himself. They are opposed to Carranza be- 
cause he stands for law and order and they do 
not. There is between them no agreement and 
there has never been any. They are for them- 
selves alone. 

With the Villistas threatening to attack the 
United States, with the Zapatistas denouncing 
President Wilson and his proclamation and with 
seven-eighths of the country in the possession 
of the Carranzistas, who are showing no oppo- 
sition to this country, it would seem that, despite 
all the falsehoods that have been circulated con- 
cerning him and his party, Carranza is in reality 
the best friend the United States has in Mexico.

A REPUBLIC AT LAST. 

New York World: The republic is to be con- 
gratulated upon having at last a Constitution that 
is alive in all its parts. For 45 years, first by 
violence and then by legislation, we have en- 
dured the reproach that one article of the funda- 
mental law was blank paper wherever it pleased 
a local sovereignty to ignore it. Today, by the 
unanimous decree of a court presided over by a 
great Chief Justice who was once a Confederate 
soldier, we have a Constitution that for the first 
time since the Civil War guarantees equal rights 
to all, irrespective of race or color. 

Thousands of white men have as much reason to 
applaud this judgment as any negro. Every out- 
cast in a republic, for color or religion or race 
alone, gives oligarchy, bigotry and aristocracy ap. 
excuse for banishing others on any ground that 
prejudice may name. 


NO MENACE 170 THE WHITES. 

New York Sun: The decision of the.Supreme 
Court erasing from the constitutions of Maryland 
and Oklahoma the grandfather clauses designed 
to restrict to white citizens the privilege of voting 
will not deliver any state government to the 
negro race. It may render necessary revision of 
the present practices in some states, and compel 
the adotion of new means for the reservation of 
cxisting conditions. But the Caucasian will con- 
tinue to rule. It is conceivable that in some com- 
munities the exclusion of black men’s votes may 
be less comlete in consequence of the decision, 
but the ractical effect will be of no moment.

Statement to Facts. 


Sheridan Webster, 
People’s League, was obliged .to leave 
the witness stand yestérday™ at the 
United Railways hearing before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, at the .Planters 
Hotel, because he insisted vpon giving 
his views regarding the United Rail- 
ways instead of giving facts, as Commis- 
sioner Eugene McQuillin had demanded. 

The hearing wags the final one of a 
series held to consider the United Rail- 
ways’ request for permission to elimi- 
nate about 700 street car stops. 

Webster was warned several times by 
Yhe Commissioner to keep to facts be- 
fore he was finally told he must leave 
the stand. 

- Union Men Oppose Plan, 

David Kreyling, sécretary of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, said that 
the 65,000 members of the union, through 
votes of their delegates, had agreed to 
urge the commission not to have any 
of the street car stops in the city elim- 
inated. 

He told the commission that the work- 
ers of the city, especially those obliged 
to carry about heavy tool kits, felt they 
must protest any plans that would 
compel them to walk further than now 
necessary to get cars. 

Fears Accidents Would Increase. 

Charles L. Delbridge, president of the 
Peoples’ League, spoke for 15 minutes, 
despite warnings of the Commissioner 
that he was simply making a speech. 
Delbridge said that by profession he is a 
mathematician and that he believes the 
United Railways is concealing the num- 
ber of persons killed or injured by street 
cars annually. By taking the law of av- 
erages, he said, he estimated the an- 
nual number of killed and injured at 32,- 
621. He mentioned accidents to show 
that possibly more physical dangers 
would result from the elimination of 
stops at some corners.

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PROTEST AGAINST 
RUMSEY'S CONDUCT 
SENT TO GOVERNOR 


Shaw District Improvement As- 
sociation Charges He Over- 
rode Precedent. 


The Shaw District Improvemem 4S8so- 
(iation, through its secretary, C. H. 
Knappstaedt, has sent to Gov. Major 
and Excise Commissioner Rumsey a 
protest against the saloon license ‘re- 
cently issued to W. LD. Herod for 3867 
McRee avenue. They urge that Heroa’'s 
license be revoked.

“He refused to allow four men who 
had signed the petition to withdraw 
their names therefrom, holding thar 
withdrawals by law constitute a part 
of the remonstrance and should have 
been filed at the same time that the 
remonstrance was filed. As a matter 
of fact, there is nothing in the Missouri 
statutes respecting dramshop licenses 
that warrant the Excise Commissioner 
taking this stand. 

Oentrary to Court Opinion. 

“It is also contrary to the opinion 
handed down by the Court of Appeals in 
the case of the City of Sedalia vs. 
Montgomery, reported in 109 Md. App., 
217, the Court in that insance holding 
that signers to any kind of a petition 
could withdraw their names at any time 
prior to the granting of that for which 
the petitioners asked. Had these four 
men been allowed to withdraw their 
names, the yetitioners in this partic- 
ular instance would i.ot bave had a suf- 
ficent number of signars to constitute a 
mandatory petition. 

“The remonstrators also objected to 
five other names appearing on the peti- 
tion on the ground that p-operty had 
been transferred to those perso1u con- 
trary to law, for the exp ess pu puse of 
qualifying them to sign the pe.i‘ion. 
“ifficient evidence was offered to prove 
that this property in question had bin 
transferred for this pai‘icular purpose 
by the remonstrators, but this evidence 
was ignored by the Excise 
gzioner. 

“The petitioners filed a certificate from 
the Election Commisioners’ office show- 
ing certain men who had signed the pe- 
tition to be qualified voters as required 
by law. The remonstrators discovered 
discrepancies in this certificate and 
called the Excise Commissioner's atten- 
tion to these discrepancies. 

Certificate Changed. 

“In one instance there was clear 
evidence that the certificate filed by 
the petitioners had been changed 
after it had left the Election Com- 
missioner’s office, yet the Excise 
Commissioner took no cognizance of 
the fact. 

“The Shaw District Improvement 
Association feels that the standard 
of their neighborhood has been low- 
ered by allowing a dramshop to go 
in this location under the conditions 
herein stated and, on behalf of the 
proyerty owners in the block in 
question, they feel that they have a 
right to demand that a thorough in- 
vestigation of this case be made, and 
if the facts are as herein stated, that 
the license be revoked. Sufficient 
evidence has been presented to the 
organization to establish the various 
contentions herein made.”

BILLY'S METHODS 


Seimatsu Kimura Jumps Up and 
Down, Crouches to Knees and 
Waves Arms Wildly. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, May 26.—Close by the houses 
of Parliament, within which members 
were discussing the question of China, 
there stood a big tent, fronted and 
flanked by many bright-colored Jap- 
anese banners. Through the flaps came 
the sound of a man’s voice, pleasant, 
resonant and powerful. The voice was 
exhorting people to ‘“‘come to God and 
be saved.”’ 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who was on his way to the Diet, 
stopped at the entrance of the tent. «a 
little group of smiling, welcoming Jap- 
anese was there. 

“Who is that man 
asked. 

“Why, don’t you know?’ came the 
answer. ‘“That’s Kimura, the Billy Sun- 
day of Japan.’”’ 

The notes of a Christian hymn sung 
in chorus filled the great tent and 
caused hundreds of passing people to 
stop, listen and inquire. They were in- 
formed that it was all a part of the 
great Christian evangelistic movement 
now under way throughout Japan, and 
that Seimatsu Kimura, the young re- 
vivalist of Japan, friend and student 
of Dwight Lh Moody, was conducting 
the Tokio meetings. 

Talka Just Like Sunday. 

The music ceased. Then a Japanese 
with regular, handsome features, me- 
dium in height, rather stockily built, 
dressed in European clothes, stepped 
forward from his co-workers on the 
platform and began to talk in Japanese. 
He began quietly, but soon his voice 
rose and his face changed as, becoming 
more impassioned, he discoursed eagerly 
upon the theme of salvation. Leaning 
forward and shooting out a clenched 
fist before him, the evangelist cried to 
the men: ‘You, students of Tokio, sit- 
ting there on your Webster dictionaries, 
you think you are fine and mighty, in- 
deed. You think how much better you 
are than other people; but I ask, have 
you found the love of Jesus Christ?” 

Then turning to the young women, he 
shouted: “You, with your pretty ki- 
monos and pretty faces—think you, per- 
haps, that you are saved by these things 
alone? Prepare yourself ere it is too 
late. Come into the kingdom of Jesus 
Christ and be saved.’ Then he went on 
hammering home truths to the different 
sections of his audiences, gesticulating 
violently at times, moving nervously 
back and forth upon the paltform, jump- 
ing up and down, crouching to his 
knees, and especially using his wonder- 
ful black eyes and his expressive face 
to bring home the thought he was try- 
ing to communicate. 

Asks for Converts, 

Suddenly he flung-his right arm up- 
ward toward a sign which rested above 
the platform and read it both in Jap- 
anese and English. 

“Christ for the citizens of Tokio! The 
citizens of Tokio for Christ!’’ “Harken 
to the words, my brothers and sisters. 
My aim is to convert to Christianity 
every one of the _ 60,000,000 souls in 
Japan today. I belleve in sudden con- 
versions. Come here, now, and give me 
your hand as an emblem that you have 
accepted the faith.”’ 

A number of people walked up to the 
revivalist and accepted Christianity. 
Then there was more music and the cor- 
respondent was introduced to the Sankey 
of the Tokio revivalist movement. He is 
called ‘‘Vio”’ Sakai, because he loves 
the violin, and as Sankey was a singer 
for Moody, so Sakai is the player for 
Kimura.

Son of a Wine Seller. 
The following day the correspondent 
was told by the revivalist himself some- 
thing of his hopes for the future. Ki- 
mura, who is known by his American 
friends as Henry Kimura, was born in 
Japan about 4 years ago. 
“T was the son of a wine selier,’’ he 
said, “and when I was a boy of 16 I 
was kicked out of my house. I sold 
newspapers to earn enough to eat. At 
the age of 16 I was converted to Chris- 
tianity and somehow, since then, life 
has gone on happily and fruitfully. —- I 
think, as I told Dwight L. Moody one 
day, that it is a case of Philippians, 4-19: 
‘But my God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by 
Jesus Christ."’ 
“T was one of three children,” he 
went on, “and of my brothers, Seishiro 
Iwamura (adopted by the Iwamura fam- 
ily) is now preparing for Sunday school 
service by studying at the theological 
seminary at Hartford, Conn. And I 
would like to note my other brother 
and my father and mother have been 
converted. 
5000 Miles to Hear Moody. 

“When I was 19 years old I went to 
the United States to learn’ how tv 
win souls. Dwight L. Moody was holding 
revivalist meetings in Southern Califor- 
nia and so big were the crowds that I 
had a hard time trying to hear him. But 
T said to the big policeman at the door: 
‘Look here, Mr. Policeman, I have come 
£000 miles to hear Mr. Moody, and you 
just get me in.’ 


‘That was how I fifat met Mr. Moody. 
I stayed close by him and when he left 
for the North, it was I who carried 
lide satchel. Mr. Moody was astounded 
to find me fcllowing him on the train 
and was more astounded when I told 
him I was going with him. I told the 
great preacher that I wanted to become 
an evangelist. I asked him what school 
1 should go to. I said I had asked two 
persons and they had given me differ- 
ent advice. Mr. Moody said: ‘If you ask 
five persons you will have five differ- 
ent advices. There is only one being 
who can advise you truly, and that ts 
God.’ And I said to Mr. Moody at 
once: ‘It's all decided. I'm going to 
the Moody Institute at Chicago.’ " 
Kimura was getting interested in his 
reminiscences and was punctuating his 
story with some of his expressive ges- 
tures. 
“Mr. Moody tvoked up at me and 
said: ‘Young man, how much nmiwney 
have you got? 2 answered; § ‘Mr.

Moody, I have got % cents.’ The great 
evangelist looked me over with a good 
deal of astorishment. ‘Well,’ he ejacu- 
lated, ‘how do you ever expect to study

pians 4-19.’ 


“Mr. Moody smiled broadiy and he 
fang out to one of his fol!owers, ‘please 
remember this young man. He is g.:ing 
te Chicago to study.’ When I got to 
Chicago, I fourd a scholarship await- 
sng ne.’’ 

It was in Denver that Kimura first 
saw Billy Sunday. “It was the first 
time in 2% years that I had such an

experience,”’ he said—“I wept six times 
in one hour on hearing him.” He joined 
Sunday’s meetings at Des Moines and, 
during three weeks, attended over 50 
meetings. 

Kimura came back to Japan in April 
of this year and began to take part in 
the great evangelistic campaign. He 
has been talking to big crowds and 
every week for the next year and a half 
is filled with engagements. When he 
preaches he often uses a blackboara, 
upon which he writes in Japanese or 
Chinese characters the texts of his ser- 
mons. This method, he said, made 


Sometimes, when his voice fails, he 
uses a megaphone. He found that 
preaching two or three times a day in 
the vigorous manner he uses Was very 
tiring, so he goes to bed every after- 
noon to prepare for the evening sermon. 
‘I try to make things as simple as 
possible for everyvody,” he said, “and 
I think nobody ever goes to sleep 
when I’m preaching. Especially, I’m 
after the backsliders. I’m after them 
all, every one of the 60,000,000 people.”

Despite the denials, the evasions and 
the silences that have met inquiries as 
io conditions, J. P. Morgan & Co. have 
rot been successful in their efforts to 
nandle the affairs of England in this 
country. There have been complaints of 
official interference with private pro- 
jects, of preference given concerns that 
already had relations with the house cf 
Morgan, and, from the Dominion of Can- 
ada, complaints of advantages given 
{rms in the United States. 

Nor have contracts been put through 
and deliveries made.with the speed that 
Lloyd-George wants. He came two the 
conclusion that the way out of the dif- 
ficully was to have his own man in 
chargeé--a man who would understand 
what he wanted without repeated in- 
struction, a man wifo would be able to 
meet emergencies without having to ask 
about them, and a man who would have 
a patriotic desire to hurry things. 


Responsible Only to Minister. 
So “D. A.” is coming to the united 


States as business agent of his Gov- 
ernment He will be in New York with- 
in anvther week and witlin a week more 
be will heve begun Cealings that proba- 
bly will exceed $1,000,000,0u0 before the 
year is concluded. New York men, who 
know the nature of the authority he 
will bring with him, say that only the 
Minister cf Munitions himself will have 
power of review of his actions. He will 
work with J. P. Morgan & Co., but in 
uny issue what he says will ‘‘go.”’ 

David Alfred Thomas was born in 
Monnouthshire, Wales, where he still 
lives, in March, 1856. He was educated 
at Manilla Hall, Clifton, and at -Caius 
Colleye, Cambridge, where he was grad- 
uated with honurs in mathematics in 
1880, and where he tovk his master's 
degree in 1883. ‘The son of a colliery 
cwner, he had no other thought than tu 
succeed to his father’s interests. He 
hegan forthwith the study of the in- 
dustry, swinging a pick in the galleries 
no less than busying himself at a dock. 

But public life had its appeal for 
the young man, and in 1888 he went 
to Parliament as a member for Mer- 
thyr. 

Twice, it is said, “D. A.” might 
have become a peer, once at the in- 
vitation of Sir Henry Campbell Ban- 
nerman. He was then, as now, an 
orthodox Liberal, but he had what 
would be called in this country 
strongly insurgent tendencies. He 
never hesitated when he thought 
they deserved it, to criticise either 
his party or its leaders. 

Unparalicied Development. 

By 1908 he had begun to turn from 
politics and to devote more and more 
time to his collieries. In the history 
of the British coal trade, it is de- 
Cclared, there has been nothing to 


parallel his achievements of the past 
eight years. 


In this period Thomas has become 
the largest operator in Great Britain, 
as well as the largest exporter. He 
controls 20 depots in various parts 
of the world. 

One marked characteristic of the 
coal king is that it is the develop- 
ment, rather than the investigation, of 
projects he intrusts to his subordi- 
nates tie does hig own investigating, 
especially in large affairs, and when, 
from his own diagnosis, he believes 
the proposition to be safe, then he 
looks around for some man fitted 
to do the work it calls for. 

Agriculture is “D. A.'s’’ recreation. 
Newport Park, his home in Menmoutt.- 
shire, is kept always in the pink of 
Cevelopment. AWards of a hundred dit- 
ferent sorts have come to him from his 
“farm” and some of them have been 
taken in competition with the King. 

The visit to this country, from which 
Mr. Thomas was returning on the Lusi- 
tania, was his fourth. The first was 
made in January, 1913, the second came 
four months later. The third was made 
shortly before the declaration of war.

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WHAT HAMBURG IS. 
DOING 10 ABATE 
SMOKE NUISANCE 


i; Society of Manufacturers Work- 


ing Out, With Aid of Experts, 
Better System of Control. 


The tenth annual report of the Harh- 
burger Verein fuer Feuerungsbettiebd und 
Rauchbekampfung, recently published, 
shows what has been done in Hamburg 
toward abating the snroke nuisance and 


What, therefore, in St. 
Leuis. 


The society Was formed by manufac- 
turers who Wanted tO Work out some 
better system of control of their boiler 
and heating plants, and eliminate smoke, 
inefficiency and waste. On April 1, 1914, 
the soviety had 3O members and 1744 
boilers and other heating installations 
on its register. 

The scientific work is done by a staff 
of experts consisting of a chief engineer, 


three aesistant engineers, five instruc- 
tors for firemen and three clerks. The 
funds are drawn from the annual sub- 
scriptions of members, from payment for 
special work and reports for its mem- 
bers and from payments for outside 
work. The society is entirely self-sup- 
porting. 
Highest Pessible Efficiency. 

The objects of the society, as set forth 
in the rules, are the attainment of the 
highest possible efficiency from the 
heating and boiler plants of its mem- 
bers with the least possible emission of 
smoke. To this end regulaf examination 
of these plants and of the methods of 
working them is undertaken by the ex- 
pert staff of the society, and suggestions 
are made for improvements when such 
are required. The education and con- 
trol of the firemen in thé proper per- 
formance of their duties are also under- 
taken by the firemen-instructors on the 
staff of the society. Comparative tests 
of fuel and tests of smoke prevention 
devices and other appliances of a sim- 
ilar character are also carried out by 
the expert staff and the results are 
circulated aniong the members of the 
society. 

Each boiler or heating plant, when 
brought under the control of the ex- 
pert staff of the society, is tested at 
the earliest possible date, and a writ- 
ten report upon the results of the ex- 
amination is submitted to the owner. 
Should the firing have proved inefficient 
one of the firemen instructors is sent to 
the works to give practical instruction 
to the firemen employed there, and tests 
cf the vlant are made at intervals until 
this fault is remedied. Defects in design 
are similarly dealt with. 

Training of stokers in the proper per- 
formance of their duties resulted in 
gains in efficiency varying from 10 to 2 
per cent. The heat loss in chimney 
gases, ashes, etc., varied between 3% 
and 53 per cent when the boilers were 
in charge of the usual stokers. Under 
the instructions of the society’s staff 
the heat losses were reduced to between 
21 and 32 per cent. 

Tested at Regular Intervals, 

The society does not merely test each 
boiler or furnace plant once and then 
leave the stokers or engineers to their 
cwn devices again. The plant is vis- 
ited, inspected and tested at regular in- 
tervals of time and by systematic in- 
struction and oversight of the regular 
firemen at their work, an attempt is 
made to render permanent the gains 
shown by the first run 4inder more scien- 
t.fic conditions. 

The staff of “instructors for firemen” 
have an important role to fill in this 
regular work of the society, for when 
any plant is not producing the results 
expected from it one or more of these 
expert firemen is sent and instruction 
end advice are given on the spot to 
the regular fireman of the plant. 

When necessary the expert firefnan 
takes sole charge of the boilers and fires. 
for an hour or two while the régular 
fireman looks on. 

The society considers that this un- 
doubtedly is the best way to train fire 
:uen in the practical side of their duties, 
for though evening classes and lectures 
have thelr value and place they can 
rever be a satisfactory eubstitute for 
practi-2] oral instruction given on the 
tiring-plate of the boilers by a man who 
can handle a shovel as well as he can 
explain the chemistry of combustion.

Pictures Displayed Are Work of 
Students of Local School 
of Fine Arts. 


By F. EB. A. CURLEY, 
Former Curator of the Art Museum. 

Western influence in American art 
continues to be the central interest 
of our local exhibitions. The im- 
portant part played by the West has 
been so often in evidence that it 
seems almost time for the St. Louisan 
to “buck up,” and cause an attitude 
of apologetic deference toward east- 
ern opinions and stamps and trade 
marks, in art. The idea that the 
West should take the offensive in- 
stead of longer cringing before east- 
ern assumption of our cowboy crud- 
ity, is gaining ground. 

“As a community, we St. Louisans 
know better than ever before how 
lacking we are in being the ideal 
American city which we hope and 
are determined to become,” was the 
way it was expressed at an executive 
committee meeting of the Art League, 
Thursday, when plans for making St. 
Louis the western art center were 
being considered, “but we also know 
better than we did how small are 
the claims of certain other cities to 
the superiority they affect—tn short, 
we can stand on our own feet among 
American communities.” 

Work of St. Louis Youth, 

@ne of the important art exhibi- 
tions of the year, is the Central Pub 
lic Library, where it succeeds the Art 
League loan collection of etchings 
and engravings owned in St. Louis. 
It is not the work of any world-re- 
nowned artist, but simply the effort 
of St. Louis youth. That it contains 
the work of an‘artist or two who will 
become renowned, however, recent 
history indicates. 

This exhibition is the work of pupils 

of the St. Louis School of Fine Arts, 
an institution which has given this city 
a place in the world of art for 30 years, 
and it shows just where that institution 
stands today, and just where St. Louis 
stands in the country’s system of tech- 
nical art education. It is hard to re- 
frain from certain comparisons, such 
as that given by Chicago’s Art Insti- 
tute. Probably the institute has 10 times 
as many pupils to contribute to an ex- 
hibition, as the St. Louis school, and so 
it is obvious we are behind our sister 
Western metropolis in this educational 
work. 
The history of the Art School amply 
warrants the city’s support and atten- 
ticn, but the interest of the new exhib- 
bition does_not depend upon any such 
abstract appeal to public spirit. There 
is good work in the collection, in more 
than one department. There is practical] 
work, too, of the kind that indicates 
how the Art School may become a factor 
in strengthening St. Louis industrial 
competition with other centers. 

It is freely asserted that as good tech- 
nical instruction may be had in our 
American art schools as in the ateliers 
of Paris, before the war cut off their 
activities, and that the present world 
situation gives our school an opportu- 
nity it never had before; so this mat- 
ter has a timely character. 

Pictures by Mra. Winter. 

The Central Library also has an- 
other exhibition of painting, which is 
worth while. This is a collection of re- 
cent pictures by Mrs. Alice Beach Win- 
ter. Mrs. Winter is remembered as one 
of the promising students of the Art 
School, but now as a New York painter, 
and is well known in the Americaan art 
world. Twenty examples of her work 
present Mrs. Winter as a_ capable, 
sturdy painter. 

Mrs. Winter displays the quality of 
getting a good grasp of her subject and 
piesenting it in a thorough, workmanlike 


manner. Children are well painted in 
several canvases. Landscapes, street 
scenes, harbor scenes, bits of coast, 


marines, all are handled firmly, with 
good understanding of color and light. 
Two special exhibitions at the City 
Art Museum further emphasize the qual- 
ity and the value of the Western art 
spirit. These exhibitions are of sculp- 
ture by Paul Manship and paintings by 
David Ericson. Both these artists come 
from the Northwest. Manship’s remark- 
able works already have been reviewed 
in the Post-Dispatch. Several examples 
are to stay in the city permanently. 
Exhibition by Ericson. 

Ericson’s exhibition is of landscapes 
and marines, with plenty of variety in 
subject and treatment. City and harbor 
compositions are treated with the same 
cleverness as the pure landscape of 
country trees and flelds, and the skies 
and in several compositions figures are 
handled with good judgment. In short, 
Mr. Ericson appears as another well- 
rounded Western artist. The exhibition 
contains delightful pictures, very taste- 
ful and refined, but not lacking in 
strength and not losing a certain char- 
acteristic American vicwpoint toward 
art and nature. They are fresh and 
clear in spirit, and not the product ef 
artist moving in the old ruts. 


Recent acquisitions noticed at the City 
Art Museum show that the special tax 
voted by the people is bearing fruit, 
and that we are well cn our way toward 
having a museum that will take a place 
of power among the educational insti- 
tutions of the country. The purchase 
of such a fine American peinting as 
Horatio Walker's landscape called 
“Evening, Milking,”” is a matter for 
congratulation. Few pictures as big in 
spirit are being turned out by contem- 
porary art, and the popular comparison 
with Jean Millet, of ‘“‘Angelus’’ fame, 
is not altogether to the disadvantage of 
the American artist.

Pictures Displayed Are Work of 
Students of Local School 
of Fine Arts. 


By F. BE. A. CURLEY, 
Former Curator of the Art Museum. 

Western influence in American art 
continues to be the central interest 
of our local exhibitions. The im- 
portant part played by the West has 
been so often in evidence that it 
seems almost time for the St. Louisan 
to “buck up,” and cause an attitude 
of apologetic deference toward east- 
ern opinions and stamps and trade 
marks, in art. The idea that the 
West should take the offensive in- 
stead of longer cringing before east- 
ern assumption of our cowboy crud- 
ity, is gaining ground. 

“As a community, we St. Louisans 
know better than ever before how 
lacking we are in being the ideal 
American city which we hope and 
are determined to become,” was the 
way it was expressed at an executive 
committee meeting of the Art League, 
Thursday, when plans for making St. 
Louls the western art center were 
being considered, “but we also know 
better than we did how small are 
the claims of certain other cities to 
the superiority they affect—tn short, 
we can stand on our own feet among 
American communities.” 

Work of St. Louis Youth. 
@ne of the important art exhibi- 
tions of the year, is the Central Pub 
lic Library, where it succeeds the Art 
League loan collection of etchings 
and engravings owned in St. Louis. 
It is not the work of any world-re- 
nowned artist, but simply the effort 
of St. Louis youth. That it contains 
the work of an artist or two who will 
become renowned, however, recent 
history indicates. 
This exhibition is the work of pupils 
of the St. Louis School of Fine Arts, 
an institution which has given this city 
a place in the world of art for 30 years, 
and it shows just where that institution 
stands today, and just where St. Louis 
stands in the country’s system of tech- 
nical art education. It is hard to re- 
frain from certain comparisons, such 
as that given by Chicago’s Art Insti- 
tute. Probably the institute has 10 times 
as many pupils to contribute to an ex- 
hibition, as the St. Louis school, and so 
it is obvious we are behind our sister 
Western metropolis in this educational 
work. 
The history of the Art School amply 
warrants the city’s support and atten- 
ticn, but the interest of the new exhib- 
bition does not depend upon any such 
abstract appeal to public spirit. There 
is good work in the collection, in more 
than one department. There is practical] 
work, too, of the kind that indicates 
how the Art School may become a factor 
in strengthening St. Louis industrial 
competition with other centers. 
It is freely asserted that as good tech- 
nical instruction may be had in our 
American art schools as in the ateliers 
of Paris, before the war cut off their 
activities, and that the present world 
situation gives our school an opportu- 
nity it never had before; so this mat- 
ter has a timely character. 

Pictures by Mrs. Winter. 
The’ Central Library also has an- 
other exhibition of painting, which is 
worth while. This is a collection of re- 
cent pictures by Mrs. Alice Beach Win- 
ter. Mrs. Winter is remembered as one 
of the promising students of the Art 
School, but now as a New York painter, 
and is well known in the Americaan art 
world. Twenty examples of her work 
present Mrs. Winter as a_ capable, 
sturdy painter. 
Mrs. Winter displays the quality of 
getting a good grasp of her subject and 
piesenting it in a thorough, workmanlike 
manner. Children are well painted in 
several canvases. Landscapes, street 
ecenes, harbor scenes, bits of coast, 
marines, all are handled firmly, with 
good understanding of color and light. 
Two special exhibitions at the City 
Art Museum further emphasize the qual- 
ity and the value of the Western art 
spirit. These exhibitions are of sculp- 
ture by Paul Manship and paintings by 
David Ericson. Both these artists come 
from the Northwest. Manship’s remark- 
able works already have been reviewed 
in the Post-Dispatch. Several examples 
are to stay in the city permanently. 

Exhibition by Ericson. 
Ericson’s exhibition is of landscapes 
and marines, with plenty of variety in 
subject and treatment. City and harbor 
compositions are treated with the same 
cleverness as the pure landscape of 
country trees and flelds, and the skies 
and in several compositions figures are 
handled with good judgment. In short, 
Mr. Ericson appears as another well- 
rounded Western artist. The exhibition 
contains delightful pictures, very taste- 
ful and refined, but not lacking in 
strength and not losing a certain char- 
acteristic American vicwpoint toward 
art and nature. They are fresh and 
clear in spirit, and not the product ef 
artist moving in the old ruts. 


Recent acquisitions noticed at the City 
Art Museum show that the special tax 
voted by the people is bearing fruit, 
and that we are well cn our way toward 
having a museum that will take a place 
of power among the educational insti- 
tutions of the country. The purchase 
of such a fine American peinting as 


Horatio Walker's landscape called 
“Evening, Milking,”’ is a matter for 
congratulation. Few pictures as big in 


spirit are being turned out by contem- 
porary art, and the popular comparison 
with Jean Millet, of “Angelus” fame, 
is not altogether to the disadvantage of 
the American artist.

Tolkacz That Control Should 
Be With Health Commissioner. 


The Public Markets Committee of the 
Civic League yesterday forwarded to 
Emil N. Tolkacz, Director of Public 
Welfare, three ordinances proposed for 
the regulation of markets in St.. Louis. 
They were prepared by the league's at- 
torney, A. Holt Roudebush, former As- 
sociate City Counselor, on an opinion 
concurred in by City Counselor William 
EE. Baird, that, under the provisions of 
the new charter, the Board of Aldermen 
has the power to pass an ordinance 
placing the control and regulation of 
the city markets under the Health Com- 
missioner and the management of the 
fiscal affairs under the control of the 
Comptroller. The old charter gave the 
Comptroller the entire control and reg- 
ulation of public markets. 

Matter for Health Commissioner. 

The committee believes that from a 
practical standpoint the Health Com- 
missioner should have full jurisdiction 
over all markets, both as to the appoint- 
ment of market masters and supervis- 
ion of the sanitary conditions. The act- 
ual fixing and collecting of the rentals, 
however, is to be controlled by the 
Comptroller. 

The ordinances provide: 

That the Health Commissioner shall 
have general supervision over all whole- 
sale and retail markets and the control 
of all market masters; that he shall 
have power to designate where such 
markets shall be located, how conduct- 
ed, and shall enforce all laws relating 
to markets and to the sale of food- 
stuffs in public places and on the pub- 
lic streets; he shall recommend to the 
Foard of Public Welfare, whenever 
necessary, the improvement and exten- 
sion of the. market system of the clty 
in order to reduce the- cost of food- 
stuffs to the consumer; all proceedings 
for leasing stalls and stands in whole- 
sale and retail markets in the city, and 
for the location and return of market 
rents, shall be under the supervision

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FARLY DECISIO 
INSUITS TO OUST 
KUHS EXPECTED 


Court Awaits Brief for Defense 
in Cases Against School 
Board Member. 


With the quick acquittal by Judge 
@lark in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection Friday of August H. Kuhs, 
member of the School Board, charged 
with misdemeanor in office, interest 
centers in the decision in two civil 
suits against Kuhs, pendng in the 
Circuit Court, which is to be handed 
down shortly by Judge Shields. 
These are the case brought by the 
School Board to oust Kuhs and com- 
pel him to make restitution of the 
$11,500 profit made on the sale of the 
high school site at King’s highway 
and San Francisco avenue, and the 
suit brought by a number of citizens 
to oust him. They were tried jointly 
before Judge Shields and the decision 
in one will apply to both. 

Judge Shields said yesterday the 
brief of the plainti(fs had been filed 
and he was waiting for the brief of 
the defendant. He intimated that the 
decision would not be long delaye4 
after the receipt of the defendant’s 
brief. 

Judge Clark, in discharging Kuhs, 
said the evidence had not been es- 
tablished beyond a reasonable déubt 
that Kuhs had imparted School Board 
information or shared in the profits 
of the _ transaction. He was satis- 
fied, he said, that Kuhs had not, “by 
one stroke of the pen or lisp of the 
tongue,” imparted School Board in- 
formation. 

When Kuhs was acquitted he and 
Jack Kratz, proprietor of the Falstaff 
bar, and Nicholas P. Zimmer, an at- 
torney, and other friends, went across 
Market street to Joe Mount’s saloon, 
where politicians hang out and where 
Judge Clark eats lunch. Judge Clark 
crossed the street a little later and 
lined up at the bar with the Kuhs 
party, with Zimmer, who had sat 
through the case with Kuhs’ attor- 
neys, standing next to him. Kratz 
came over and said something to 
Judge Clark, which caused the judge 
to smile. 


COLUMBIAN CLUB BOARD CLEARS 
MOSS OF DICE GAME CHARGE 


Managers Censure Him, However, for 
Having Taken Means of Gambling 
to Party. 
The Board of Managers of the Colum- 
bian Clubj which recently announced 
that the dice game there on May 22 was 
a ‘‘closed incident,’’ has sent a letter to 
R. Morton Moss, vindicating him of 
charges that he introduced duplicate 
dice into the game, but censuring him 
for having taken dice to the club. 
The dice game was played by guests 
at a private function at the club, and 
caused considerable commotion in the 
clubhouse that night. The letter to Moss 
was signed by Jesse A. Wolfort. secre- 
tary. It follows: 
“At a meeting of the oBard of Man- 
agers of the Columbian Club held on 
June i6, 1915, you were entirely vindi- 
cated of any and all charges made 
against you, growing out of a dice game 
played in the Columbian Club on May 
22, 1915. The action of the board was 
unarimous.

IN ARMIES OF BELLIGERENTS 


State Department Asked to Obtain 
the Releases of About 100 of 
Them Under :Age. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 26.— 
Many adventuresome boys, who were 
born in this country, have found their 
way into the armies of Great Britain 
and other warring countries, since the 
European war began. The State De- 
partment has been trying to have 
the enlistments of about 100 Ameri- 
cans under age cancelled. 

Most of these young men went into 
the British army through Canada, 
from border states, and it was months 
before their parents knew they had 
joined the fighting forces of the bel- 
ligerents.

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BERLIN, June %.—The Board of Di- 
rectors or Managing Committee of the 
Social Democratic party in Germany has 
caused to be published in the Vorwaerts 
a full-page appeal for peace. 

This interesting document calis for a 
peace under circumstances which will 
make possible friendships with neighbor- 
ing nations and it sets forth most clearly 
the opposit:on of the party to territorial 


conquest and annexation. The people 
want peace, it declares, and the Govern- 
ment is called *upon, in ‘the name of 
humanity, to make known its readiness 
te enter peace negotiations. 

The appeal is published under the 
heading “Sucial Democracy and Peace.” 
It begins with a reference to the fact 
that the Socialists foresaw the coming 
of the war. They worked vainly for an 
international understanding but when 
war did come they placed themselves at 
the disposal of the Fatherland. It then 
refers to the declaration of the party 
made in the Reichstag, Aug. 4, 1914, 
which said: 

“We demand as soon as safety has 
been secured and our opponents are in- 
clined to peace, that the war be brought 
te an end through a peace which will 
make possible friendships with neigh- 
boring nations.” 

Opposed to Annexation, 

The apperl closes with tnese words: 

“The managing committee of the So- 
cial Democratic party always has been 
opposed to a policy of conquest and 
annexation. We now raise anew our 
sharpest protest against every effort 
and every proclamation the purpose of 
which is the annexation ef foro’~n ter- 
ritory and the oppression o. other na- 
tions, efforts and proclamations which- 
have becomie public in Germany parti- 
cularly through the demands of great 
economic associations as well as 
through the speeches of leading non- 
socialist politicians. 

“Even the recital of such efforts 
serves further to postpone that peace 
Which is warmly desired by the whole 
wetion. The people want peace! If 
this war which daily demands new sac- 
Tifices is not to draw itself out need- 
lessly to endure until the full exhaus- 
tion of all the nations in it, one of the 
participating powers must offer the 
hand of peace. Germany, who was at-

UNDERSTANDING 
WITH U. S. URGED 


BERLIN, June 26.—The Berliner Tage- 
blatt, which is recognized as an expo- 
nent of the German Chancellor’s polli- 
cies, in an editorial today makes the 
first comprehensive survey of the sit- 
ation between Germany and the Unit- 
ed States, growing out otf the sinking 
of the Lusitania. 


The editorial is expected to have a 
strong influence in clearing up the Ger- 
man-American situation, by counteract- 
ing much misinformation -which has 
been circulated. 

“The newspapers of America and Ger- 
many should employ to the best ad- 
vantage an exchange of notes, clearing 
up the earlier misunderstanding, which 
influenced the recent sentiment,” says 
the Tageblatt. “It is evident that 
America was as badly misinformed 
about Germany’s attitude as Germany 
was about America’s. 

“It must not be overlooked that mes- 
sages which have reached America that 
Germany was indifferent to the possi- 
bilities of war with the United States 
caused an extremely bad feeling there. 
These statements are founded on silly 
and irritating utterances which. found 
no support whatever among fair-think- 
ing Germans. 

Peace With America Desired. 

“The statement was even made that 
Germany was willing to draw Anjerica 
into the war. The German people and 
the German Government cannot too em- 
phatically assert their earnest desire to 
maintain relations of the utmost friend- 
liness with the United States through 
all honorable means. 

“The German cause in America also 
has suffered by the fact that utter- 


ances of German-American citizens in | 
the United States against the American. 
Government have been falsely alleged | 
to have been inspired by the imperial 
Government. Nothing is further from 
the German mind. The small representa- 
tion of Germans in the American Gov- 
ernment may be considered another 
factor contributing to the misinterpre- 
tation of German sentiment in America. 

“The present relations between the 
two countries are not so bad, and with 
mutual efforts the situation may be 
cleared up and an understanding ar- 
rived at. Only on one point will it be 
difficult to reach a satisfactory agree- 
ment—that is on the ammunition prob- 
lem. 

Regret Sale of Ammunition. 

“Germany will continue to regret sale 
by Americans of contraband to Ger- 
many’s enemies. While America is ad- 
hering to the letter of the law, she is 
helping to prolong this unfortunate and 
bloody conflict. Germany acknowledges 
of course, that the supposition that the 
American Government participates § in 
this barter is absolutely unfounded.

HAVE STIARED LONDON 


Women Friends of American Always Welcome 


at French’s 


Headquarters in Flanders— 


General May Suffer.

LONDON, June 15.—The Kitchener 
crisis seems to have developed into a 
French crisis. There are widespread 
complaints here on every side of the} 
unaccountable inactivity of the British 
army in Flanders. The French are 
carving their way daily through the 
German defenses, slowly preparing for 
the promised big offensive movement, 
but nothing is heard of any advance by 
the British. 

It looks at the moment of writing as 
though another great attempt for Ca- 
lais is at hand which must involve the 
British forces, but on the defensive. 
There are many rumors as to the cause 
of the British stagnation. The North- 
cliffe papers have said that it is short- 
age of munitions, but elsewhere it is de- 
scribed as due to the failure of Sir 
John French’s leadership. 

There is much criticism of the condi- 
tions prevailing at British headquarters. 
Gen. French, it is declared, has sur- 
rounded himself with a staff of nearly 
200, consisting mainly of young aristo- 
crats or others who have some special! 
pull. There are entertainments to re- 
lieve the tedium of siege warfare and 
bevies of women are found to graces 
them. Indeed, beauty is a far surer 
‘laisser passer’ to the British headquar- 
ters than journalistic or literary distinc- 
tion. The war correspondent is more 
than ever unwelcome there and the cen- 
corship more than capricious. 


Joffre Complained. 

It is even said that Joffre complained 
of the way things are being done at 
British headquarters. Frenchmen are 
not censorious, especially where women 
are concerned, but they don’t approve 
of them where the grim business of the 
grimmest war in all history is being 
carried on. Premier Asquith’s, visit to 
the front is believed to have had as its 
double object to bring about closer re- 
lations between the British and the 
French headquarters ‘and to relieve the 
friction between Kitchener and French. 

One great cause of gossip is the 
extraordinary privileges enjoyed at the 
British front by George Gordon Moore, 
formerly of Detroit. Moore can come 
and go at his own sweet will, and bring 
along his friends, especially his women 
friends, as he chooses. When Lloyd- 
George, Lord Reading (the Lord Chief 
Justice of England) and Sir John Simon, 
the new Home Secretary, paid their first 
visit to the firing line they were taken 
into the Belgian trenches and into the 
French trenches—but when they tried 
to get to the British ones they were, 
forbidden. They Were allowed to motor 
about behind, but were permitted to see 
nothing. 

When Moore comes along, everything 
is wide open for him and his friends. It 
is even said that it was under his pro- 
tection that the military correspondent 
of the London Times got the oppor- 
tunity of opening the newspaper cam- 
paign against Lord Kitchener on the 
shells questions. 

I believe that Moore disclaims this 
and disapproves of «tne results of the 
visit. This shows his wisdom, because 
it has Gone Sir John French much dam- 
age, causing the intimation that he has 
been intriguing against Lord Kitchener. 

Moore is a man of considerable means. 
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able promotions. He is the moving spirit 
of a concern here known as the Uni- 
versal Stock Exchange, which some peo- 
ple are unkind enough to describe as a 
bucket shop. Gen. French is not a good 
business man and Moore, with the 
money-making gift, has provided him 
with some remunerative directorships 
They are very close friends, and they 
occupy a large house in common at Lan- 
caster Gate, overlooking Kensington 
Gardens. 

Some people think the house is the 
General's, others that it is the sole 
property of Moore; the latter are prob- 
ably right. Sir John French supplies the 
distinction and Moore the money. It is 
a very happy combination for both of 
them, and if the war had not brought 
Gen. French under the limelight, and if 
Moore’s frequent visits to the front had 
not excited jealousy, their joint house- 
hold arrangement would never have had 
the slightest interest for anybody but 
themselves. 

Man With a Smile, 

Moore is not disposed to talk about 
his friendship for Sir John French or 
his own trips to the front. He is a 
very cheerful, engaging gentleman, one 
should say a pleasant and convivial 
companion. When the Post-Dispatch 
representative called upon him at his 
house. Some time since Moore received 
him with a cordial smile, but a provok- 
ingly reticent tongue. He would say 
nothing of the foundation or otherwise 
of the alleged junketings at British 
headquarters of which there has been 
so much loose talk. 

“It is impossible for me,” he said, 
smiling, “to answer the questions you 
put to me. I @m an intimate friend to 
Sir John French, but he is now in a 
position where we must respect his dis- 
like of publicity. I really can’t tell you 
anything of any interest for publica- 
tion.”” And he smiled more persuasive- 
ly than ever. 

It was not difficult to see that he had 
been living in the open for a long time, 
as he was heavily tanned. He had just 
returned from “somewhere in France,’’ 
and was only on a flying visit to Lon- 
don. Passing through the hall one could 
not fail to see that a British staff of- 
ficer’s cap, with its red band, was 
lying on the table. It may have been an 
old one of the British commander in 
chief, or it may have belonged to Moore 
himself; perhaps he has an appointment 
on the staff. He certainly would be 
more useful there than many of those 
similarly favored. Outside there was a 
stylish and powerful looking metor car 
of the most expensive brand. It was 
Moore’s, and it looked travel-stained, as 
if it had just come off a long journey— 
perhaps from the coast.

REGRETS SINKING LUSITANIA 


Greek Living in Boston Makes Public Alleged 
Communication From “Revolutionist” in 
German Military Service. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—One of the un- 
confirmed contributions to current his- 
tory of the war is an article sent to 
newspapers throughout the United 
States by the Wheeler Syndicate of 
New York, which purports to give a 
story told by “Captain-Lieutenant Her- 
sing’’ of how he sank the Lusitania, 
and expressing his own horror over the 
deed. The article consists of an alleged 
letter, the writer of which is not named 
and is represented in the text as a 
“Socialist” and ‘‘Revolutionist’” in the 
German military service. The letter is 
said to have been addressed to J. J. 
Bosdan, president of the “Alliance Uni- 
versal” in Boston. 

The Alliance Universal is an  0or- 
gan “for the advancement of lib- 
eral ideas among the people of 
the Far East and Near East,” accord- 
ing to dispatches from Boston. Bosdan 
is an Anatolian Greek, a native of Asia 
Minor. Bosdan: is a journalist and 
publicist, has lived in almost every 
country of Europe and is thoroughly 
conversant with several Oriental lan- 
guages. He has been employed by sev- 
eral European governments as an expert 
reader of codes and cipher documents 

The Wheeler Syndicate in its article 
says it does not vouch for the authen- 
ticity of the letter nor for the truth 
of its statements, but adds that infor- 
mation heretofore received from the 
same source subsequently had been 
verified. The letter in part follows: 

“Thanks to an unexpected general or- 
der, I am able to address you this let- 
ter. 


“TI have. been here (Baden) for two 
days, but at first I could not find a 
way to communicate with the members 
of our circle.

we have only lost our heads, but we are 
regaining our senses. 

‘‘However, I did not mean to write you 
this letter as a defense of the Conduct 
of our Social Democracy. I am aware 
that before the rest of the world we 
stand ‘accused’ as traitors to the In- 
ternational. I also acknowledge that, 
fo: the present at least, we must hang 
our heads in shame and stand before 
the entire world with blushing cheeks. 
But you across the sea should not judge 
us so harshly in this wholesale fashion. 

“Beneath the unpardonable horrors 
which are resounding from the four cor- 
ners of the known world against our 
once proud Fatherland there beat mil- 
licns of German hearts, Socialists and 
non-Socialists, whose pathetic yearnings 
and terrible sufferings have not yet 
found speech to express their tortured 
feelings. 


“For the present I hang my head in 
shame and make no answer. But there 
is an incident which 1 wish to relate to 
you, and which occurred very recently. 


3 This incident is representative of thou- 


sands of others. No one takes notice of 
these, and no one would think it worth 
while to relate them. What I am about 
to write to you is true. You would not 
believe me if I gave you my word of 
henor. I do not give you my word of 
honor as a soldier—bah! 1 pledge to you 
my word of honor as a revolutionist. 

“I think it was either on the first or 
the second day of May—at that time I 
was stationed at Heligoland—we re- 
ceived word that the Admiralty was 
serious in its declaration that an ex- 
emplary attack would be made against 
a certain transatlantic passenger 
steamer. 

‘In the officers’ quarters, even this 
evidently serious declaration was dis- 
counted by some as a simple warning 
to discourage the Americans from 
patronizing British vessels. I myself 
bélieved, and my views were shared by 
many of my fellow officers, that an at- 
tack upon a British transatlantic pas- 
senger steamer would be attempted less 
to inflict punishment on the British 
than for the internal, domestic effect. 
For the unthinking folks of our coun- 
try, who had an exaggerated faith in 
our naval prowess, were beginning to 
doubt our invincibility both on land and 
sea, when the enemy vessels were sail- 
ing the seas unmolested as though they 


flict. 

“On May 3 nine submarine command- 
ers were closeted with the Command- 
ant of our Heligoland base. They were 
in conference more than three hours. 
No other naval officer was permitted to 
take part in the secret deliberations. 

“After the conference the submarine 
commanders came out and marched 
straight to their vessels. I was sta- 
tioned at the —— Point. I purposely 
stationed myself near the submarine 
landing. 


“I do not think that eight men doomed 
to be hung would have looked more 
effected than these eight unfortunate 
commanders, who were being sent out 
to murder thousands of innocent souls. 
I can hardly dwell upon the subject. 
I know many Germans, men and women, 
are being tortured to think of this great 
shame, 

‘Until the fatal day we all waited for 
news with nervous expectancy. 

‘We did not receive the sad and 
tragic news with rejoicings. Far from 
it. We whispered it. We discredited 
it. We denied it. Had the Emperor 
himself appeared on that day he would 
have been hissed. Many of us felt wild 
I feared that I would lose my head. 
We all felt invisible fingers pointing 
at us; men, women, children, babes, 
young men, old men, sailors and civil- 
fans, pointing at us and whispering, 
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had not heard of the great world con-. 
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Hersing of U-21 arrived from his mur- 
derous assignment. 

“There was a suppressed, restrained 
feeling among those who stood silently 
as the ‘successful crew’ marched be- 
tween silent, statue-like rows of men, 

“Suddenly I heard whispers, 
taunts and hisses, 

“These did not emanate from the 
common seamen. Had this been the 
fact they would have been shot in- 
stantly. 

“The taunts and hisses came from the 
high ranking officers. 

“Tf you had heard these with your 
Own ears, you would have certainly 
changed your estimate of our German 
soul 

“In reality these taunts, coming from 
our high ranking officials, brightened 
my own soul, 

‘Later, when Lieut. Hersing visited 
the officers’ quarters, one bold naval 
officer handed him a newspaper con- 
taining the account of the sinking of 
the Lusitania. Capt.-Lieut. Hersing 
crumbled the sheets with fury, cast it 
on the floor and faced the insulter 
threateningly. The offender stood un- 
moved. The two offiters faced each 
other for a second or s0, Then the 
offending officer shook his head and, in 
a low tone said, ‘No, not with you.’ 

“Still later, when Capt.-Lieut. Her- 
sing entered a room where I was 
seated with many other officers, all but 
five left the room. 

“The poor haunted commander, on 
seeing that at least five officers were 
not so cruel as to further insult an al- 
ready suffering soul, walked to the 
small group and seated himself abjectly. 
I know he was under the strain of tre- 
mendous mental agony. 

“He did not raise his head, and, with- 
out encouragement, he murmured, ‘I 
hated to do it, but I felt that I must.’ 

‘Even discipline has its limitations,’ 
retorted one of his listeners. f 

“ ‘Tieut. Hersing seemed crushed. I 
truly pitied him from the bottom of 
my heart. 

‘He rose from his seat, walked slowly 
to the door, stood on the threshhold for 
a@ moment or so, and then wheeled 
around and returned to the si’ent group. 

“T felt that at last he would deliver 
himself of his soul’s burden. There 
were tears standing in his eyes. 

Although I did not write down as 
he spoke, yet I could not have missed 
one word of what he said, because 
every syllable of it sank into our very 
souls, and by this time there were 
more than 30 of us in the room. He 
said: 

“From the moment I received the 
Admiralty orders to proceed to the 
English coast and sink the steamer 
Lusitania, my soul became sad and 
gloomy. 

“I wanted to shout loudly, ‘No,’ but 
I could not. My speech fafled me. 

“I beg you to believe me, I sin- 
cerely hoped, and then I deceived my- 
self to believe, that some accident 
would hapen to my ship, and that ! 
would be prevented from committing 
this dastardly act. 

“During the cruise, none of my fel- 
low officers or men knew the nature 
of our mission. It was like a long 
nightmare. I hardly know what 
transpired. We cruised most of the 
time on the surface. My men must 
have taken notice of my strange be- 
haviour. I trembled as we proceeded. 
I envied my subordinates, who looked 
to me like innocent children. I de- 
spised myself. I hated myself so 
bitterly that I wished and — to 
forget myself. 

“Several times I wished to tell my 
subordinates and crew all about our 
special black mission. I dimly wished 
one of my subordinates had mors 
courage than I. I had an inexplicable 
wish that my crew would mutiny and 
kill me.” 

“TIT had never before seen a grown- 
up man cry.” Lieut. Hersing sobbed, 
and yet he mastered his emotion. 
Some one pushed a chair under him. 
He dropped into the chair. His hear- 
ers were politely silent, but none 
showed outside signs of change of 
heart. He had won their pity, ‘but not 
their sympathy. Then he resuméd: 

“The every recollection of it tor- 
tures me. At last we arrived at the 
Lusitania’s route. We lay in wait 
for hours. I thought I could not 
stand this awful waiting much longer. 
I thought of turning from the steam- 
er’s route and missing her purpogely. 
Then I discovered that another sub- 
marine was in the neighborhood. 

“The doomed steamer was rearing 
its fate. I submerged once more. By 
this time our other submarine had 
taken a position on the oposite side. 
The doom of the steamer was abso- 
lute. She had not the slightest 
chance to escape. 

“Onee more I came to the surface. 
I saw people gathered on the deck. 
In another moment every inch of the 
doomed steamer seemed to be filled 
with humanity. 


“No, I could not do it! 

“T’again submerged. Then I dis- 
sharged. I do not know whether or 
not my colleagues also discharged. 

“I wanted to escape from the ter- 
rible scene. I speeded some distance 
from the. torpedoed steamer. Then I 
came out to the surface. 

“The water was covered with 
struggling people. It might have 
been one second, it might have been 
hours, I cannot tell, but I watched 
the struggling of the dying people, 
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erating from the twin bases - 
Constantinople and .Smyfna the 
new submarines have a radius 
that makes them a menace as ter 
as Malta and Tunis. ?

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NEGRO POLICEMAN 
KNEW OF GAMES 


Tips Always Preceded Visits of 
Patrolmen; Capt. Johnson 
Not Under Suspicion. 


Samuel B. McPheeters, President of 
the Police Board, last night said he had 
taken statements from several negroes, 
who have been conducting gambling ¢s- 
tablishments under the guise of char- 
tered clubs in the Laclede Avenue Police 
District, indicating that gambling had 
been carried on with the knowledge of a 
megro special officer of the district. The 
Commissioner also declared that these 
statements indicated that someone tipped 
off the gamblers whenever other police- 
men were about to visit the clubs. 

Commissioner McPheeters said that 
Capt. Johnson, commanding the Laclede 
District, and other police officers fre 
quently had visited the clubs night and 
day and that news of their visits was 
always ahead of them so that upon their 
arrival they found nothing unlawful. 

Statements Not Sworn To. 

The Commissioner said the statements 
were not sworn to, but were made by 
megroes who had engaged Paul Dillon 
as their attorney and that Dillon had 
advised their telling all they knew to 
the authorities. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey last weex 
caused the arrest of several negroes in 
the Laclede district, pending the grand 
jury inquiry into evidence obtained by 
‘Frank Brown, a negro detective brought 
here from Indianapolis to investigate 
gambling among negroes. McPheeters 
said the police board is determined to 
get to the bottom of possible connec- 
tion between policemen and gamblers. 
said, 
against all. policemen who are shown 
to have had knowledge of gambling in 
the district and who did not report the 
facts. 

The Commissioner would not make 
public the exact statements made to him 
by the gamblers. He said, however, that 
facts given, together with stories told 
him by other negroes, seemed to show 
that one of the negro special officers 


bling games and had full knowledge of 
what was going on. 
Clubs Have Regular Charters. 

The negroes who made statements to 
Dillon and later te Commissioner Mc- 
Pheeters are Noah Warrington, a for- 
er policeman, and now in charge of a 
club at 31066 Lawton avenue, known as 
the L. P. Daley Democratic Club; Chas. 
Millis, manager of a club at 32900 Lawton 


barber shop at 3149 Laclede avenue. 
Capt. Johnson and Commissioner Mc- 
Pheeters said the clubs, in which gam- 
bling is said to have been going on are 
regularly chartered as social organiza- 
tions. 
Ira L. Cooper, a negro policeman at- 


tailed frequently to investigate gam- 
bling among negroes in various parts of 
the city. He was familiar with. condi- 
tions in the Laclede District and told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he has fre- 
quently made reports to Chief of De- 
tectives Allender regarding gambling in 
hat district. 
Deputy Was Lookout. 

Cooper has twice been connected with 
raids upon the L. P. Daley Democratic 
Club. On cae occasion, about two years 
ago, numerous arrests were made there 
upon charges of violation of the liquor 
law. Later a raid was planned on a 
charge of gambling. A Deputy Sheriff 
was found doing duty as lookout and no 
evidence was obtained. Cooper has aid- 
ed in the gambling inquiry now under 
way. 

“While it appears that there has been 
considerable gambling among negroes 
in the Laclede district,’’ Commissioner 
McPheeters said, “‘I wish to say that 
every particle of evidence shows that 
this was kept from the knowledge of 
Capt. Johnson. If the Commissioners 
had the slightest suspicion of him, he 
would not today be where he is. Every- 
thing seems to show that the facts re- 
garding the gambling done by negroes 
was from his knowledge. 


Johnson Visited Ciubs. 

“I know that Capt. Johnson visited 
these clubs that are now complained of, 
met once, but many times. It now ap- 
pears that some knowledge of his in- 
tended visit reached the gamblers in 
advance of his arrival. He is a hard- 
working, conscientious officer.”’ 

Capt. Johnson said he was amazed at 
the revelations regarding gambling 
S@mong the negroes in his district.

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PROFIT BY WAR 
LESSONS, DANIELS 
“TELLS NAVY MEN 


Secretary at Opening of War 
College Points Out Changes 
in Sea Fighting. 


OLD THEORIES CRUMBLING 


Expects the Next Congress to 
Authorize Any Increase That 
Is Recommended. 


NEWPORT, R. I., June 26.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels, in a speech 
at the opening session of the Navy 
War College here today, urged the 
naval officers to profit by the lessons 
taught by the war in Europe. He 
advised them to fearlessly discard all 
theories that fail to stand the acid 
test. 

He referred briefly to the navy pro- 
gram for the coming year, and ex- 
pressed confidence that Congress 
would authorize any increase recom- 
mended. : 

“In personnel and material the navy 
is larger than ever before,” Daniels 
said. 

“Its men are trained and fit. Pes 
experts in every department are ac- 
tive to remedy any defects of the 
past and to take advantage of all that 
has been learned in the only true 
school in which this knowledge may 
be obtained, by observing, through 
our experts in Europe, all that may be 
learned from actual war. 

Change in Naval Warfare. 

“As you look abroad you see the 
foundation of old theories crumbling 
every day. Old tactics, old strategies, 
old theories of naval warfare, which 
have stood unchallenged as almost 
axiomatic since the armies of Car- 
thage and Rome grappled together in 
the Mediterranean, are disappearing 
overnight. If war upon the land has 
reverted to the bayonet and the hand 
grenade, war upon the sea has leaped 
forward at a single stride and broken 
almost every shackle of ancient con- 
ventien. 

“We have seen the main fleet of the 
greatest sea nation in the world with- 
drawn from the seas to some secluded 
harbor, without having fired a shot 
during the first year of a mighty con- 
flict. We have seen battles begun at 
ranges believed to be impossible and 
ships disabled by shots from guns as 
yet invisible. We have been told that 
modern sea fights would be determined 
in the first ten minutes, yet we have 
seen that it took six hours to dcide 
one of the greatest ocean battles of the 
present war.

We have seen fast cruisers raiding the 
coast and eluding their pursuers by the 
help of dirigibles, hovering far above 
and warning through the new miracle, 
wireless telegraph, the ships beneath. 

“With what weapons, by what strat- 
egy shall ‘we meet the terror of the sub- 
marine; the still unrevealed possibilities 
cf the airship? It is to you gentlemen 
that this question must be put. It is to 
you, your Secretary of the Navy looks 
for an answer. My earnest word,. my 
solemn plea today is to urge you fear- 
lessly to discard worship of all things 
that are old and to adopt courageously 
anything that is new the moment that 
some development of the present con- 
vinces you that the old way is no longer 
the right way or that the new way 
points the path to victory.’’

ADMITS POOR SHOWING 


Document Refers to “‘Low Per- 
centage of Hits” and ‘‘Low 
Scores of Ships. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 26.—Representa- 
tive A. P. Gardner of Massachusetts, in 
a letter to Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels, charges pocr marksmanship in the 
navy and furnished a confidential fleet 


order as evidence. 


Gardener announced today that it was 
his intention to act ‘“‘as a sort of guilty 
conscience for Secretary Daniels’ until 
the Secretary shows ‘a willingness to 
abandone the policy of concealment.” 

' Gardener’s letter to Secretary Dan- 
iels follows in part: 

“I invite your attention to the follow- 
ing extract from a confidential order 
with regard to target practice issued by 
Admiral Fletcher when the fleet was 
away in Cuban waters last winter. Your 
policy of concealment forces me to pub- 
lish this document. It was placed in my 
hands some time ago, and I have good 
reason to believe it authentic. I cannot 
prove it to be authentic, for you have 
refused to give me copies of tafget prac- 
tice orders.’’ 

“Confidential” Order. 

"Confidential: United States Atlantic 
Fleet, U. S. Wyoming, Flagship.—Gulf 
of Guacanayabo, Cuba, Feb. 13, 1915. 

“Fleet order No. 1—15. 

‘‘Target practice. 

‘The results obtained at elementary 
target practice this year differed in no 
essential respects from those of the past 
four or five years. 

“Although the officers and crews have 
diligently carried out the prescribed 
training, drills and exercises, no mate- 
rial improvement has been apparent in 
the accuracy of our gunfire. 

‘More accurate instruments have been 
supplied of late years and some good 
ideas have been introduced, but aside 
from this it would seem as though we 
had about reached the limit of improve- 
ment and -accuracy under our present 
methods. 

“Low Percentage of Hits.” 

“Boards have been appointed in a 
number of cases to investigate the 
low scores made by the ships, but 
the conclusions of the boards were 
unsatisfactory and have failed to lo- 
cate the causes of the low percent- 
age of hits, The general conclusion 
that low scores were due to poor gun 
pointing and lack of train.ng has not 
been convincing, and seems to have 
been founded upon impression rather 
than exact data.” 

Gardner then continues: 

“This corfidential document seems 
to give color to ex-Secretary Meyer's 
public assertion that the target prac- 
tice of our fleet is mo better than it 
was 10 years ago. : 

“Twice I have asked you for 
record of our target practice, and 
twice you have refused. In a let- 
ter to me on Jan. 8, 1915, you made 
the following statement: ‘The rec- 
ords of target practice have always 
been kept as strictly confidential.’ 

“Is it true, Mr. Secretary, that the 
records of good target practice have 
always been kept as strictly confi- 
dential? I Am authorized by your 
predecessor, former Secretary Meyer, 
to say that when he was at the head 
of the Navy Department the records 
of target practice were published for 
the information of the nation. 

Two Reports Contrasted,. 

“On Feb. 27, 1915, I wrote to you 
making inquiries about the splendid 
record of William Ruff, gun pointer 
on the battleship Texas. You replied 
promptly informing me that Ruff had 
mads four hits out of four shots with 
a five-inch gun, but that the dis- 
stance was muc. less than 17 miles, 
which was the distance specified in 
the press reports. ¥ 

“On May, 19, 1915, I wrote you, in- 
viting attention to the mortifying 
gossip that recently the battleship 
Michigxn succeeded in making only 
five points out of 27 at a range of 
about 9000 yards, as against a rec- 
ord of this same ship in 1911 of 19 
hits out of 27 shots. To this you re- 
plied that the ‘information cannot be 
furnished consistently wit the prac- 
tice of the department.’ 

“How do you reconcile your alert- 
ness to supply the good record of the 
gun pointer of the battleship Texas 
with your unreadiness to supply the 
bad record of the battleship Michi- 
gan? 

“You have continually said that, 
‘ship for ship and man for man: our 
navy is the equal of any navy upon 
earth, The recent maneuvers have 
scarcely vindicated your accuracy, at 
least as regards our ships.”

WASHINGTON, June %—Official 
news of a severe defeat of the Carranza 
forces advancing on Mexico City was 
overshadowed in interest today by an- 


nouncements from both the Carranza 


and Villa agencies here that a large 
party of Huerta adherents, former mili- 
tary commanders and legislators, were 
en route to El Paso, presumably with 
the intention of starting a new mili- 
tary movement. 


The Villa agency’s announcement, 
communicated to the State Department, 
said it had a report which, however, 
was not positive that Victoriano 
Huerta was among those in the party. 
Huerta’s secretary in New York de- 
nied that the former dicctator was on 
his way to the border. Huerta left New 
York for the west last Wednesday and 
it was reported he was bound for San 
Francisco, 

The Carranza agency, in a statement, 
charged that Gen. Felipe Angeles, Villa’s 
chief lieutenant, now in the United 
States, came to set the new movement 
afoot, 

Agencies’ Reports Agree. 

The Carranza and Villa agencies have 
agreed in their public announcements, 
probably for the first time since they 
were established. The fact that both 
agreed that a new movement was afoot 
in Mexican affairs was regrded as more 
than usually significant. ; 

Enrique Llorente, confidential agent 
in Washington of Gen. Villa, in his 
statement said that the agency was ad- 
vised that the former Huertistas are 
to organize expeditions against Juarez 
and Ojinaga with mercenaries recruited 
along the border. 

The Carranza agency said it was 
known that the plan of the ex-Federals 
is to eliminate Villa, assuming con- 
trol of his forces and driving that 
urmy into line for the old regime. 

While such a move has been ru- 
mored for several months and many 
conferences have been held in the 
United States by Mexicans identified 
with the Diaz and Huerta administra- 
tions, no effort thus far has been made 
to gain a miltary foothold in Mexico. 

The fact that both the Villa and 
Carranza agencies indicated in their 
announcements that they expected the 
United States in some way to use its 
influence towzrd preventing the form- 
er Federals and their supporters 
from re-entering Mexico, was regard- 
ed in some dfficial qua-ters as likely 
to impress the present factions that 
they must reconcile their differences 
if they wish to get the moral support 
of the American Government. 

Carranza Force Defeated. 

The Carranza agent, Eliseo Arre- 
dondo, declared Gen. Carranza be- 
lieved that the so-called reactionary 
party formerly in control in Mexico 
was engaged in fomenting a situation 
that would cause American interven- 
tion. 

“My Government,” he said, “directs 
me to explain that efforts of the re- 
actionaries are backed by diplomatic 
and consular representatives of for- 
eign c untries in Mexico, who are 
sending the American State Depart- 
ment false information. with regard 
to the conditions prevailing in Mex- 
ico.”

ST. LOUIS OPEN 


Models at Jefferson Memorial 
Depict What City’s Future 
Néeds Will Be. 


An exhibit of “St. Louis, Old and 
New,” will be opened today by the Mis- 
souri Historical Society in the main hall 
and adjacent rooms in the west wing of 
the Jefferson Memorial in Forest Park. 
Among the notable features is a collec- 
tion of oll portraits of the Mayors of St. 
Louis, from William Car down to Fred- 
erick H. Kreismann. 
Studies by the Engineers’ Club take 
into consideration what must be done in 
the next decade to prepare St. Louis for 
more than a million population. They 
deal with the necessary additions te the 
terminals and to the development ef the 
industrial districts, 
One of the most important subjects 
elaborated for Future St. Leuis is the 
provision for water supply. Water Com- 
missioner Wall has planned in detafl an 
entirely new plant which, as shown by 
the increasing population and demand 
for water, must be provided net later 
than 1923. Commissioner Wall locates 
this new plant upon the Missouri River, 
The plans show the receiving reservoir, 
the pumping stations, the mains leading 
to an immense reservoir on Stratman 
Hill; thence the water is conveyed in 
two supply mains to the city limita, one 
serving Southwest 8t. Lewis and the 
other West St. Louls. The cest has been 
estimated at $12,484,500, 
The engineers have given a great 
deal of attention to traffic studies 
and illustrate the changes that will 
be necessary for the convenience of 
the additional 25,000 residents. 
Recreation Spots Shown. 
A large model shows the present 
location of parks, playgrounds, bath- 
houses and swimming poels, illus- 
trating at a glance where the most 
pressing needs are for additienal reo- 
reation facilities. Many large phete- 
graphs from negatives made 26, 36, 
40 and 60 years age are exhibited, 
shewing changes which have ecourred 
in the dewntewn streets. This col- 
lection has been eompleted recently 
by the Histerical Seciety, Pictures 
of the eld Volunteer Fire Departmen? 
form an attractive exhibit. 
The sewer system is illustrated and 
the additions which will be required 
within the next 10 years are shown. 
The Gata filed by Engineer Homer 
shows that if St, Louis is to grow and 
if adequate sewer facilities are te be 
provided St. Louis must spend within 
the next few years net less than $8,- 
000,006 upon these extensions and the 
reconstruction of old sewers. 
Plans fer future St. Louis, prepared by 
the St. Louis} Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects at a cost of $5000, 
are shown.

| @Original Terminal Drawings. 

The eriginal drawings for municipal- 
owned terminals, made in 1873 by 2» 
commission of engineers of which Henry 
Mayser was the head, have ceme into 
the possession ef the Historical Society 
and are incinded in the exhibit. En- 
gimeers representing the railroads then 
entering St. Leuls were members of the 
commission. A mass meeting of 65000 
citizens paved the way for the organi- 
zation of thig commission. The plans 
provide for possession by the city of 
Mill Creek Valley, extending from Sev- 
enth street to Grand avenue, for a sub- 
way from Seventh street to the river 
front; for municipally owned tracks 
north and south on the river front, and 
for a Union Station open at beth ends, 
covering the Mill Creek Valley from 
Twelfth street te Feurteenth street. 
They included bridges for all of the 
principal streets crossing the Mil Creek 
Valley between Geventh street and 
Grand avenue, leaving net a single sur- 
face creasing between the river and 
Grand avenue. They contemplated a 
roadway 8 feet wide aleng the tracks 
and all ef this ceuld have been ac- 
quired and constructed by the city for 
$5,800,000, 

Committees ef citizens besought the 
city gevernment, and endeavored to en- 
list the support of the Merchants Ex- 
change, but fafled te obtain action. It 
was left te the ralfireads, then about to 
onter the city from the east side, te or- 
ganize with the west side ratiroads the 
Terminal Assoctation and own the ter- 
minala. 

The great lesson intended te be con- 
veyed by these exhibits is the destra- 
bility of now making provision for fu- 
ture growth.

SLAIN IN NEGRO'S 
~ ROOM IDENTIFIED 


Frank Dale, 21, Says He Had 
- Been Searching for Mother 
for 14 Months. 


Frank Dale, 21 years old, of 1808 
Park avenue, called at the morgue 
yesterdcy afternoon and identified the 
body of a white woman who was 
found murdered a few hours before 
in the room of F. Jones, a negro, 
with whom she had been living at 
2925 Lawton avenue, as that of his 
mother, Mrs. Josie Weber, for whom 
he had been searching for 11 months. 

Dale told‘ the police he had been 
raised by an aunt as her own child, 
that his mother was made known to 
him ‘when he was 17 years old and 
that she dropped out of his knowl- 
edge after he had lived with her in 
St. Louls about a year. His mother’s 
body had been at the morgue about 
eight hours before his attention was 
called to the fact that it might be 
that of his mother. 

The woman’s body was found at 8 
a. m. by Annie Jenkins, keeper of 
the Lawton street rooming house. It 
was lying on the floor and had been 
mutilated with a sharp instrument. 
c right 1rm was almost severed, 
thére was a deep cut under the left 
ear, two long slashes on the back of 
the head, the left cheek was laid open 
and there were deep outs on other 
parts of the body, A butcher knife 
was found under the bed, but there 
was no blood on it. 

Negro Is Arrested, 

The woman, who was known at 
that house as Johanna Jones, was 
neatly clothed in street dress. The 
negro, Jones, employed as a sewer 
digger, was arrested at his work. He 
said the last time he saw the woman 
was when he went to work at 7 a. m. 
He said he brought her to live with 
him two weeks ago from 21 South 
Second street where she was living 
with a tall, black negro known as 
Henry. The keeper of the rooming 
house said she had seen a negro an- 
swering “Henry's” deseription loiter- 
ing around the house several times 
recently. 

Dale said the aunt whe raised him 
was Mrs, Lucetta Weaver ef Marion, 
Ind. The woman whem he later 
learned was his mether visited at the 
Weaver home several times in his 
childhood, he said. When he was 17 
she brought him te St. Louis. He 
lived with her about a year at 1525 
Olive street. He quarreled with her 
and left her, he said, because she 
refused to tell him who his father 
was, 

The last he knew of her she lived 
at 105 South Fifteenth street. That 
was about 11 months ago. She dis- 
appeared from there and he could 
learn nothing of her whereabouts. 
Yesterday afternoon Miss Rosie Smith 
of 105 South Fifteenth street, met 
Dale and told him she thought his 
mother was at the morgue. He called 
and identified the body. The name 
“Jesie Stewart, 1877" tattooed on the 
woman's arm, was the first clew to 
her identity. This was her maiden 
name, 

Had Woerked as Housekeeper. 

Mrs. Minnie Lopes of 1808 Park 
avenue, who gave Dale a home after 
he left his mother, said she had 
known Mrs. Weber, The latter, she 
said, had to work for a living and 
usually 41d housekeeping. Later she 

was employed in a laundry, Mrs. 
Lopes said. 

The son and Mrs. Lopez believe mis- 
fortune and circumstance had driven 
Mrs. Weber into the surroundings 
in which she lost her life.

COLLISION UNDER 
WATER, ESCAPES 


Russian Craft Crashes Into Ger- 
man Warship Just as It 
Launches Torpedo. 


PETROGRAD, June 26.—Details of 
a thrilling fight between a Russian 
submarine and a squadron of German 
warships are given in an Official 
statement issued here today. The 
submarine torpedoed one of the Ger- 
man warships, but immediately after- 
ward collided with its victim, suffer- 
ing severe damage. * Despite the 
damage, the submarine escaped. 

The official report of the submar- 
ine’s exploit follows: 

“The submarine picked up the 
smoke of the enemy’s vessels on the 
horizon at 9 am. When she had 
approached within suitable distance 
the submarine dived. By means of 
its periscope it learned that German 
warships made up a squadron of 10 
ships to the line, and a number of 
torpedo bdats, 

“To prevent the enemy from seeing 
the periscope the submarine’s com- 
mander decided to steer to the port 
side of the squadron between the en- 
emy and the sun. Knowing that Ger- 
man torpedo boats trail a special ex- 
plosive contrivance for the destruc- 
tion of submarines, her commander 
decided to make a frontal attack. 
Keeping the periscope above the wa- 
ter the submarine approached the 
leading torpedo boats and about 10 
o'clock passed on the port side at a 
distance of from 45 to 60 yards, the 
periscope being kept six inches above 
the water. 

Collides Wi 
“Wishing to Spente  aotitne the 
line of torpedo boats the submarine 
drew to the left under the prow of 
the second boat and sank to a depth 
of 60 feet, At this point the crew 
distinctly heard the noise of the war- 
At a depth of 35 feet 
the submarine again raised its peri- 
scope, at this moment sighting the 
starboard side of the leading war- 
ships, which were cutting across the 
course of the submarine at a distance 
not more than 80 yards. 
“The submarine’s commander or- 
dered the boat to dive again -after 
firing a torpede. The firing of the 
torpedo was immediately followed by 
a collision. <A terrific crash was 
heard. The whole submarine trem- 
bled. Blectric bulbs burst. OPockery 
and all kinds of articles flew about. 
Something above cracked and gave 
way. 
“The submarine listed 25 degrees 
to the starboard, and the sailors were 
unable to keep their feet. They clung 
te anything they could find. Never- 
theless, all orders were carried out 
with speed and accuracy, and the sub- 
marine was kept going at full speed. 
Owing to the fact that it was the 
hull ef the vessel which struck the 
submarine she was able to regain 
her balance beneath the batéJeship. 

Attempts te Rise Repeatedly. 
‘The submarine went down 16 feet 
below the surface, but there was a 
loud explosien and the commander, 
fearing that the boat would collapse 
owing te water pressure, rose to a 
depth ef 60 feet. Then the sound 
of a vessel nearby compelied him te 
dive again to a depth of 8@ feet, Re- 
peated attempts to rise were vain 
for some time. Every time the sub- 
marine rose the crew heam the 
screws of the battleship and torpedo 
boats which had breken their lines 
ard which were cruising back and 
forth above the submarine. When 
watér began te enter the’ submarine, 
probably ewing te the damage to 
the periscope, and the boat began to 
lose her buoyancy, her commander 
ordered that the supplementary tank 
be blown outf® Toward rnioon the sub- 
marine rose carefully to the surface 
and made for shore, It was under 
water from 7:29 a. m, until 11:30 a 
m. Damage to the periscope prevent- 
ed the submarine from ascertaining 
the success of its attack.” 


ACCIDENT INSURANCE FIRMS

Companies te Lese Oharters ff They 
Euter Maximum Suicide Pact, 
State Superintendent Says. 

JEFFERSON OITY, June 26.— 
Charles G. Revelle, Superintendent of 
Insurance, today sent notices te 28 
accident insurance companies, noti- 
fying them that if they became par- 
ties te the agreement to issue all 
policies with a $1000 maximum sui- 
cide clause, he would revoke their 
charters and cause the Attorney- 
General to bring suit against them 
for violation of the anti-trust laws. 

It was reported in insurance circles 
several weeks age that all the prin- 
cipal accident companies had entered 
into an agreement to pay no more 
than $1000 for death by suicide of the 
insured, 

The companies contended they 
were forced inte that action for their 
own protection.

MISS RUMBOLD 
SAYS SHE WILL 
KEEP $1800 JOB 


Park Commissioner Cunliff De- 
clares He Doesn’t Know What 
She Has Decided to Do. 


Miss Charlotte Rumbold told a Post-

been persuaded to remain indefinitely as 
Supervisor of Recreations, nothwith- 
standing the resignation to Park Com- 
missioner Cunliff following the refusal 
of the Board of Aldermen to increase 
her pay from $1800 to $2400 a year.

He said he had been told there were 
plans under discussion to bring the mat- 
ter before the Aldermen again. He un- 
dersteod that the proposition was being 
considered by some of the women who 
supported Miss Rumbold’s recent fight 
for the raise. 

The Cemmissioner called at Miss Rum- 
bold’s home yesterday morning and they 
walked together in Forest Park, when 
reasons why the Supervisor should not 
quit her post were strongly urged. At 
the close ef the interview they rode 
downtown on a street car and Miss 
Rumbold then told a reporter she had 
decided to keep her position indefinitely. 
She explained that she did not of her 
own knowledge know that the Aldermen 
had refused the raise on »political 
grounds, She said that if, as was stated 
at the aldermanio hearing, there was a 
sl.ertage of funds, she would not let 
the lack of meney interrupt her work. 
Commissioner Cunliff said that before 
visiting Miss Rumbold he had received 
telephone messages from severa) 
women, urging him not te acept Miss 
Rumbolds resignation.

BRITISH WORKMIEN 


“Greater Menace to England 
Than the Mailed Fist,’”’ In- 
ventor Declares. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ITHACA, N. Y., June 26.—Strongly re- 
senting some of the militarist assertions 
of Hudson Maxim, several of the dele- 
gates at the student conference on in- 
ternational relations left the hall at 
the conclusion of the inventor’s speech 
today. Su Hu, a Chinese, declared that 
the delegates had come to hear facts, 
not jokes, and that as no argument 
had been advanced he moved that the 
meeting aGjourn. Older heads calmed 
the delegates, however, and an apology 
was offered to Mr. Maxim, which he ac- 
cepted and the discussion continued. 

Among Maxim's statements that were 
resented was his declaration that no 
war had ever resulted harmfully, that 
qguick-firing guns were great lifc-saving 
instruments, and that in the future na- 
tions would go gunning for each other 
just as they are doing now, and that 
this country would be sure to face 
war some time. 

“England’s worst enemies,"’ said Max- 
im, “are not the Germans, but they are 
the beer-swilling British workmen. 

“Their countrymen in the trenches are 
short of ammunition and must fight at 
great disadvantage and suffer enormous 
losses. Yet the English workmen go on 
strike for easier hours that they may 
spend more time in the grog shops— 
strike for more pay that they may buy 
more disqualifying, inebriating booze. 

“One of the chief occupations in En- 
giand for pretty young women is to 
serve as barmaids. They are parcel 
of the trade enticing paraphernalia of 
the grog shop, and as they are destined 
largely to become the mothers of the 
next generation of British workmen is 
it any wonder that there is not in such 
workmen room for patriotism or con- 
science? 

“The beer-soused British workman {is 
a sort of social sediment. He is a 
greater menace to England than the 
mailed fist. I do not refer to the 
better class of British artisan—I refer 
to the chronic, discontented Apache of 
labor, whose drunken hand is clutching 
at Britain's throat. 

“It would be more rational for the 
English to liberate the interned Ger- 
mans and set them to work and in their

TO ENRICH POLICE 
FUND, JUDGE SAYS 


Practice of Détaining “Wander- 
ing’? Suspects Big Graft, 
; Hogan Declares. 


Judge Granville Hogan, after dis- 
charging two women in Police Court 
yesterday on charges of “wandering” 
on the street, denounced such arrests 
as a Police Department scheme to en- 
rich the Police Relief Association with 
bond fees. He declared it was ‘‘the 
biggest graft he knew of in St. Louis.” 

Judge Hogan said he. believed that 
alleged disorderly women were being 
‘arrested in droves on the streets for no 
other purpose than to get a 50-cent feo 
from each one of them. The Police De- 
partment collects a fee of 50 cents from 
every person who is released on bond 
after being arrested under city ordi- 
nances. The fees so collected go into 
the police relief fund. 

The patrolman who appeared in Judge 
Hogan’s Court yesterday to press the 
charge against two women, admitted 
that he had not made the arrest, and 
had never seen the women before. 

70 Per Cent Convicted. 

Judge Hogan said he had convicted 70 
per cent of the women brought into his 
court charged with offenses similar tu 
soliciting, but that not more than 19 
per cent of the soliciting charges are 
upheld by the testimony of the police. 
They are brought into court on this 
charge without a shred of evidence; 
Judge Hogan said. He was informed 
that last Friday night, out of the 10 
women arrested on downtown streets, 
eight were booked at police headquar- 
ters as “suspected of larceny,’”’ to be 
held not more than 20 hours unless re- 
leased meanwhile under a common law 
bond. Judge Hogan understood from 
his informant that the circumstances 
in these eight arrests precluded mak- 
ing even the usual flimsy charge of so- 
liciting. 

Judge Hogan said that in the month 
of June alone, at least 50 women were 
brought into his court, which handles 
only half the cases presented, on 
charges of “‘soliciting’’ or ‘‘wandering.”’ 
In not more than six or eight of these 
cases was there sufficient evidence to 
convict, he said. No attempt, he said, is 
made in most of the cases to gain a 
conviction. As in the cases of the two 
women discharged yesterday, the patrol- 
man sent to court frequently knows 
nothing of the arrest or of. the previous 
records of the women. 

Innocent Girls Arrested. 

Judge Hogan, describing an incident 
that occurred some months ago, said a 
patrolman appeared against six working 
girls, and said he arrested them while 
they were looking in a shop window, be- 
cause he was under orders to arrest 
women on the streets. The girls testified 
they were returning from a motion pic- 
ture show when arrested. Judgo Hogan 
said the policeman testified he did not 
se them do anything forbidden by law. 

A few nights ago, Judge Hogan as- 
serted, the police raided a rooming 
house and arrested everyone in it be- 
cause some men were drinking beer on 
the front steps. All were required to 
pay the 50c fee to avoid spending the 
night in jail. Next day they were dis- 
charged in court because there was no 
evidence to support the charges that 
had been made. 

“No man’s life is safe from arrest if 
she should happen to be downtown at 
night, and should chance to encounter 
2 male acquaintance and speak to him,”’ 
Judge Hogan said. “The police do not 
even make the arrests while women are 
in conversation with men, but frequent- 
ly follow them a block or two after they 
have spoken to a man, ’and then arrest 
them. Women arrested under these con- 
ditions have appeared in court and giv- 
en name and address of the men thay 
spoke to, and the police have -**ered 
nothing to show the woman was of bad 
repute, or did not know the person she 
Was seen talking to.’”’ 

Capt. O’Brien’s Version. 

Capt. O’Brien of Central Station, in 
whose district most of the arrests of 
women are made, said the police have a 
hard time making a case against a 
woman charged with soliciting, and 
that Judge Hogan’s rulings make it 
harder in his court. 

All the department could do, Capt. 
O’Brien said, was to discourage the 
women by arrests. He said it was es- 
pecially hard to convict in such cases 
in Judge Hogan’s court because Judge 
Hogan requires that the man accosted 
shall appear as a prosecuting witness 
and in nearly every case men refuse to 
do this. 

Judge Hogan, fn reply, said the cases 
made by the police usually grew out of 
traps set by officers in citizens’ 
clothes who were accosted. 

President McPheeters of the Police 
Board said there was no basis for Judge 
Hogan’s charge that the police ar- 
rested Women in droves just to get the 
fee bond from them. He said innu- 
merable complants are being received 
by the police against women on down- 
town streets, and that the police mere- 
ly were obeying orders in making such 
arrests.

ALLEGED 10 HAVE 
FLOGGED BOYS 


New York Newspaper Says This 
Is Testimony Dr. Eliot Is 
Expected to Give. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bereau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 26.—There has 
been much speculation for several days 
as to what the State hoped to show 
against Harry Thaw when it asked for 
a commission to go/to Cambridge and 
obtain the testimony of Dr. Eliot, for- 
mer president of Harvard. This testi- 
mony is to be used against Thaw in 
his application, now being heard, for re- 
lease from confinement on an insanity 
charge. The New York Tribune prints 
a story purporting to solve the mystery. 
According to it 23 years ago Thaw 
was called before Dr. Eliot and given 
three hours to quit the university. It 
asserts that Thaw was then living in a 
private boarding house in Cambridge 
end had a way of enticing young boys 
to his room. 
“And it is believed that even then he 
flagellated.them, as it has been shown 
in previous proceedings he whipped 
young girls,’’ the story says.

He was so 
thoroughly convinced of the truthful- 
ness of the reports that he sent for 
Thaw privately, deciding upon a course 
that would save the college from dis- 
grace, 


Given Three Hours to Leave. 

“He told Thaw at noon that if he 
would leave by 3 o'clock there would 
be nothing more said or done, but if 
he did not he would call for a thorough 
investigation by the college faculty. 
That was enough for Thaw: By 3 
o'clock he was gone. 

“It is for the purpose of getting this 
testimony into the form of legal evi- 
dence that a commission will be sent to 
Dr. Eliot to take his testimony. This 
commission will go to his summer home 
at Bar Harbor Wednesday.” 

“ "The reason we are so anxious to 
get every detail of this college scanda!

WILL OF A GROCER 
DISINHERITING KIN 
SET ASIDE BY JURY 


William Schween of Meramec 
Highlands Left Bulk of Es- 
tate to Neighbor Woman. 


A will contest, on trial all last week 
in Circuit Judge McElhinney’s court at 
Clayton, was concluded yesterday when 
a jury, after an hour’s deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict setting aside the will 
of William Schween, a grocer of Mer- 
amec Highlands, who died Jan. 10, 1913. 

The disputed will, which was not filed 


until Dec. 10, 1914, 11 months after 
Schween’s death and after letters of 
administration on his estate valued at 
about $30,000 had been issued to his 
brother, left the bulk of his estate to 
Mrs. Sophia Gounis, wife of Peter Gou- 
nis, proprietor of Eden Park at Mera- 
mec Highlands. The Gounises lived near 
the home of Schween, who was a bach- 
elor. 

The plaintiffs in the will suit were 
Conrad Schween, a brother, and Mrs. 
Mary Dietz of Pinckneyville, Ill, a sis- 
ter of Schween, and Mrs. Mary 
Schween, his stepmother. 


$5 to Brother, Nothing to Sister. 

In the alleged will Schween left 
$6 to his -brother, Conrad, and to 
his father, Jacob Schween. 
since died, $15. He did not mention his 
sister. The residue of the estate, i 
the terms of the will, was left to Mrs.

Gounis to pay a “debt of gratitude for 
her many kind acts and deeds.” 


The plaintiffs alleged that Schween 
was of unsound mind and was subjected 
to undue influence. Many witnesses 
testified to his eccentricities and to the 
fact that for a year or more before 
his death his relatives had threatened 
to put him in an institution for the ia- 
sane. This was cited by the defense 
&$ one reason why he made no greater 
provision for his relatives. 

it was shown that the will was writ- 
ten by Peter Gounis and witnessed by 
two employes of Gounis. The signature 
cf one of these, John Demoszies, was 
questioned by the plaintiffs, who in- 
troduced the testimony of three hand- 
writing experts to substantiate their 
contention. 

Alleged Promise of $4000. 

One witness testified Demozies told 
him that he did not sign the will as a 
witness, but had been promised $4000 
if he would swear he signed it and the 
suit terminated favorably for the de- 
fendants. Demozies, on the stand, de- 
nied this. 


The circumstances of Schween's death 
were reviewed. He was found in a 
semi-conscious condition in the base- 
ment of his grocery two days before 
he died. It was said his face and 
head showed marks of bruises. Just 
what had happened to him was never 
learned by the authorities. 

The defendants announced they would 
appeal.

$9000 COMPROMISE 
BEATEN IN COURT 


Jury Finds Against Austin Ma- 
loney Who Was Injured When 
M, A. C. Building Collapsed. 


10 SUITS AGAINST BANK 


Attorney for Man Buried Under 
Debris in Seed Company Store 
to Ask for New Trial. 


Austin Moloney, 53 years old, who 


- lives at the city infirmary, spurned an 


offer four days ago of $6500 for the loss 
of a leg and injuries to his spine, which 
he suffered in the collapse of the 5t. 
Louis Seed Co. store, 411 Washington 
avenue, on March 17,1914. He preferred 
to stand trial before a jury in his %60,- 
000 damage suit against the Boatmen’s 
Bank, and yesterday a jury in Judge 
Hennings’ Court, by a verdict of 10 to 
2, returned a verdict in favor of the 
bank. 

The offer of a compromise was dis- 
closed after the jury's verdict and after 
Moloney’s counsel had announced he 
would ask a new trial. Moloney’s coun- 
sel had insisted upon a compromise of 
$7600, but the bank refused it. 

Moloney’s suit was similar to about 
ten other damage suits pending against 
the bank, and was the first to be tried. 
It was considered a precedent for de- 
termining the bank’s liability in the 
seed store coilapse. 

Bank Owned M. A. C. Building. 

The Boatmen’s Bank owned the Mis- 
souri <Athietic Club building, which 
burned March 9, 1914, with a loss of 30 
lives. Bight days after the fire Mo- 
loney was at work in the basement of 
the seed store, adjoining the M. A. C. 
on the west, when the west wall of the 
M. A. C. ruins fell in, causing the seed 
store to collapse. 

Moloney was buried in the debris 
for two hours before being rescued. 
His left leg was so badly crushed it 
was amputated next day. His spine 
also was injured. 

The bank contended that the M. 
A. C. wall was blown down by the 
wind. The plaintiff alleged general 
negligence oh thé part of the bank, 
but the bank insisted that it had 
exercised reasonable care and that 
more eould not be expected. 

Mayor Kiel Witness. 

Mayor niel was a witness for the 
defense and testified that when he 
eXamined the west wall the morning 
of the M. A. C. fire, after most of 
the structure had been destroyed, it 
appeared to be in safe condition. 

After the fire the bank also was 
made defendant in many suits filed by 


pefsons who were hurt in the fire or 


by relatives of persons whose lives 
were lost. Twenty-three. of: these 
have been compromised, it was stated 
by counsel.

Mrs. Schulte to Fight Verdict 
Against Her for Half of Cost 
of Foster Mother’s Burial. 


A motion for a new trial was filed 
yesterday by counsel for Mrs. Stella 
Schulte, of 2109A Palm street, against 
whom a jury in Judge Kinsey’s court, 
three days ago returned a verdict for 
$228.31, alleged to be due as half of 
the expenstés of. the funeral of her 
foster mother, ‘Mrs. Anna Maria 
Schapperkotter. The plaintiff is Mrs. 
Mathilda Leidner, widow of Henry 
Leidner, an undertaker. 

The evidence showed that Mrs. 
Schapperkotter, who died last March 
at her home, 1320 North Market 
street, had reared Mrs. Schulte and 
three other young women, among 
them Mrs. Dora Schnittke, a niece, 
Mrs. Schapperkotter did not adopt 
any of them, but, according to testi- 
mony, transferred her property to 
them several years before her death, 
leaving virtually no estate. 

A representative of the undertak- 
ing establishment testified that the 
women ordered the funeral and he 
understood Mrs. Schnittke and Mrs. 
Schulte were to be responsible for the 
bill, $441.50. He testified that 18 
carriages used at the funeral were 
ordered by Mrs. Schulte’s husband. 
There was testimony also to the 
effect that Mrs. Schulte had directea 
that orders be taken from no one 
but her husband in connection with 
the funeral. Mrs. Schnittke testified 
she had already paid her half. 

Mrs. Cchulte denied that she had 
directed that orders be given by her 
husband, that she had agreed to pay 
half the expense or was in any way 
responsible for it. She explained that 
her husband made out the list of per- 
sons for whom carriages were to be 
utilized because someone else re- 
sponsible for that duty had failed to 
perform it. 

The Schultes contend that the fu 
neral expense should be borne by Mrs. 
Schapperkotter’s estate. Their attor- 
ney, Arthur E. Simpson, declared they 
would appeal if the motion for a new 
trial were overruled.

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CAR WOULD “REAR UP” 


“Did you ever stop to consider,”’ 
said a man well versed in automo- 
biles, “that if the rear wheels were 
locked securely and enough power 
were applied, that an automobile 
would rear up on its hind wheels 
and topple. over backwards?

IS PRICED AT $1195 


The 1916 Moon six-30, which is an- 
nounced this week by the Moon Mo- 
tor Car Co., marks a new era in 
the history of the company. The 


new car sells for $1195, which is $135 
lower than the lowest priced car 
of the Moon line in the 1915 season 
and $700 less than the lowest priced 
car of the Moon line in 1914.

PECIAL reports on the crop sit- 
S uation in the Central and 
Southwestern States received 
by the Post-Dispatch in response to 
inquiries sent to its correspondents 
indicate a great increase in the wheat 
acreage and a record-breaking crop. 
Missouri reports a heavy wheat crop 
and Kansas the greatest wheat acre- 
age in its history. A tremendous 
wheat crop in the Panhandle of 
Texas is about to be harvested and 
Arkansas reports a greater wheat 
acreage than ever before. 

As a result of the bumper crops 
and the heavy industrial orders of 
all kinds growing out of the Buro- 
pean War Department of labor of- 
ficials in Washington report a great 
increase in the demand for labor in 
the field, the mine and the factory. 

Detatls of the crop and labor condt- 
tions, as given in the reports to the 
Post-Dispatch follow: 


Missouri Wheat Crop Larger Than 
Last Year’s, Which Was Unusu- 
ally Heavy. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 2.—More 
than half of the wheat crop in Missouri 
is already harvested, and in the south- 
ern part of the State, where there has 
not been so much rain as in the central 
and northern sections, much of the 
wheat has either been threshed or will 
be within the next 10 days. There is no 
general demand for harvest hands. — 
The wheat harvest is very heavv. 
Only the crop in the low bottoms suf- 
fered from high water. The crop in 
general will be much larger this year 
than last which was unusually heavy. 


Report From Springfield, M1., Is That 
the Harvest Is Heavy. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIl., June 2.—Farmers 
in this section of Illinois are pretty well 
supplied with harvest hands. This its 
mostly a corn country and harvest !s 
not as heavy as in other sections. Good 
pay is given, ringing from $2 with 
board and laundry to $30.. From 2 to 

$2.50 is paid day hands. 
The harvesting is heavy, and if no 


more rain falls will come out in good 
shape.

700,000 bushels this year or an aver- 
age acre yield of 16.3 bushels, accord- 
ing to the monthly crop report issued 
by the State Department of Agriculture. 
This estimate is 2,100,0000 bushels more in 
the aggregate thari the May forecast and 
a gain in acre yield of four-tenths of a 
bushel,

Enmgiand’s Credit Is Sound. 


“The latgx% question is, what the 
pledging of its credit on so prodigious 
a scale, and at a rate of interest not 
paid by Great Britain, even indirectly, 
since the Napoleonic wars, means to 
that country’s financial future. It cer- 
tainly does not mean an unbearable 
strain. The sum total of the two war 
loans foots up hardly one-fifth of the 
British people’s investment in foreign 
countries alone. It is still accumulated 
capital which is being utilized, whereas 
the German war loans have been issued 
in an exceptional degree on credit. 

“Anyone can understand now why the 
Government, as long ago as January, 
shut down on further investment of Hn- 
giish funds in foreign countries, and 
why London frankly surrendered to New 
York its place as the central money mar- 
ket of the world. But there is unques- 
tionably an enormous reserve of avail- 
able English capital untouched. At the 
very worst, there would remain for Lon- 
don the expedient which Berlin adopted 
at the outset of the war; suspension of 
‘old payments and issue as part of the 

ank of England's reserve, of notes un- 
covered wit old. This ‘suspension of 
the bank act’ was refused when the 
Government authorized it, in August; it 
is still very far from imminent: but it 
is one of the available possibilities in a 
measure of endurance. 

United States Benefited. 

“As a matter of economic history, the 
phenomenon at once most remarkable 
wend unexpected, in the face of the sit- 
uation created In European finance, ts 
the financial osition of the -United 
Btates. The furious economic storm 
which is beating on Fingland and the 
Continent, has hardly ruffled the sur- 
face of our security and money markets. 
a¢ is reasoned, with apparently con- 
vincing theoretical force, that we cannot 
escape the storm. Our clearest headed 
financiers thought that it had already 
evertaken us last autumn. A good many 
of them are still holding off suspiciously, 
insisting that such a situation as now 
Presents itself cannot be real, or if real, 
cannot be permanent.

The future 
markets have declined, the net loss in 
New York being 20 points. Spot mar- 
kets have all reduced quotations, but net 
substantially, 4%c to “%c about covering 
the heavy sales in Liverpool. 

This buying is in line with the usual 
sane methods of that market, where the 


larger purchases are made on declines; 
Some 63,000 bales of cotton were sold in 
Liverpool, and of this 54,000 bales were 
American. During the week spot quota- 
tions there were marked down 23 points 
and .futures lost from 4 to 2 points. 
The sales in Liverpool are larger than 
‘they have been for the past two months. 

Very narrow differences exist between 
New York and Liverpool, less than 90 
pcints between July and July-August, 
while freights from New York to Liver- 
pool are quoted at 100 points asked. It 
Was reported that Liverpool interests 
were selling in New York,-in the ex- 
pectation of a widening difference. It 
would appear from the way they are 
taking cotton, however, that this trans- 
action was a simple hedge affair, where 
the highest market was chosen to sell 
in, rather than a straddle to be undone 
at a later date. If the selling in New 
York was hedge selling, it has Created 
&@ short interest that must be bought in 
Without the accompanying selling and 
consequent depression in Liverpool. 

ln April, middling American was 
quoted in Liverpool as high as 6,80d. 
There was a steady decline from that 
point to 6.154 on May 8; from that point 
the market advanced steadily, but with 
some reaction, until middling was quoted 
at 6.36d; then came another decline to a 
low point of 5.13d; thén an advance to 
o.44d; then, after a week or 10 days of 
Steadiness, another decline to  6,13d, 
which is Saturday's quotation. 

These recoveries from this spot level 
eround 6.154 may be coincidents, but 
they appear to indicate the level at 
which buyers take cotton in quantities 
sufficient to check the decline because 
they are not spasmodic fluctuations— 
they are well-rounded turns in the mar- 
ket. 

Market Is Sold Out. 

If this ts true no further decline is 
warranted under the present conditions, 
in the opinion of Liverpool merchants. 
Puvers on this side of the water are 
declined to be pessimistic about prices, 
und point to the present growing crop 
which will soon be added to the accu- 
rulated surplus of the last one. These 
buvers are inclined to look at the tak- 
ings by American mills, which have 
been disappointing, and not at the ex- 
perts, which have passed all expecta- 
tion. 

American spinners are finding that the 
yarn market is slack in demand, and, 
.in view of the fact that they are carry- 
‘ing rather large stocks of cotton now, 
‘taik as if they would not buy much in 
‘the near future. Such an attitude, in 
jany other season, would attract little at- 
‘tention. As a matter of fact, it looks 
as if the business of American mills will 
‘be better during- the next six months 
than during the past year, and whether 
they use cotton out of their stocks or 
from fresh purchases their activity will 
have the same effect on the cotton mar- 
ket. 

Exports during the past week, ending 
Friday, were 67,173 bales, compared with 
59,008 bales the same week last year. 
The total exports for the season to 
the same daate were 8,090,150 bales, com- 
pared with 8,825,009 bales for the same 
period last season. 

Receipts at the ports are about nor- 
mal, but port stocks are still large, 
more than twice the quantity held there 
last year, 874,594 against 385,260 bales. 
loreign exchange has declined to a very 
low level, and ocean freight continues 
high. There is nothing to indicate any 
remarkable falling off in the export 
movement other than the fact that it 
would be remarkable {f it continued ‘at 
the present rate. 

Weather Map Is Good, 

The weather, except in Oklahoma, 
continues favorable and the cotton crop 
must be making good progress, and it 
is hard to figure how the condition on 
June 2 could have been worse than 
on May 25. On July 1 the Government 
will issue the condition report and the 
acreage report; the latter will be by far 
the most interesting report. In the 
meantime, notning may be gained by 
speculating as to what those reports 
will show. Popular estimates center 
sround an acreage reduction of 16 per 
aon and a condition report pg &1 to 
82. 

The National Bulletin, for the week 
ending June 22, says: “‘Another week of 
favorable weather in the cotton belt. 
Continued warmth, with sufficient mois- 
ture, forced a rapid growth of cotton 
and that crop is now in good condition 
and well cultivated in nearly all dis- 
tricts. Some retardation of growth is 
reported from Oklahoma and adjoining 
sections and grassy fields occur locally 
with boll weevil reported as active in 
ortions of Alabama, Mississippi and 

exas. The crop is fruiting in south- 
ern districts and some bloom is report- 

as far north as North Carolina.” 

Unfortunately, since this report was 
issued Oklahoma has had more rain. 
Fortunately, rain has fallen in some 
localities where it was needed, especially 
in Texas; some other localities, notably 
in the Atlantica, are beginning to need 
rain, but the need is not yet pressing. 
The coniition, in the main, ‘s good, with 
always the exception of Oklahoma.

Foreign Outlook Bearish. 

Aside from the crop news traders 
think they see much that is bearish 
in the foreign outlook, despite the 
fact that drouth and heat prevail in 
Germany and some other importent 
wheat producing countries, which 
unless eliminated may become a 
strong factor against the bears, as 4 
decided shortage of wheat in _ for- 
eign countries would mean a large 
demand for American wheat from ex- 
porters, and it was this that caused 
a runaway market after war was 
declared last year, in the face of a 
record-breaking domestica wheat 


crop. 
One bear factor that appeals to 
traders is the exhaustive credits 


being issued by the fighting nations 
of Europe, the enormous loss of men 
and wealth, and the necessarily de- 
creased buying power of Europe that 
must come later on. It is apparent 
that Furope’s peoples will be forced 
to strict economy even in food prod- 
ucts before long, and the question 
naturally arises whether the surplus 
wheat crop of this year, which prom- 
ises to surpass that of any other 
year. may not be more than con- 
aumptive requirements demand, in the 


face of reduced buying power in 
Europe. 

Many traders differ as to the 
chances of peace in Surope, but 


some close students of the situation 
think that a settlement of the war 
is nearer than generally expected. 
and prefer to sell the market on @ 
wide advance than take the buying 
side on severe declines. Their theory 
is that with the enormous wheat crop 
assured in America, any settlement 
of the foreign dispute would find 
Russia opened to supply the needs 
of Europe, which has been impossible 
owing to the closing of the Darda- 
nelles: also would mean the release 
of enormous supplies of wheat held 
by foreign governments which, since 
they have recently announced a pol- 
icy’ of buying wheat for the next 
year, instead of ermitting trade 
competition to dictate rod prices, 
may feel it incumbent on the Gov- 
ernment to sell these surplus sup- 
plies at cheap prices where most 
needed Ae relieve distress and pos- 
sible famine. 

It is known that England has ac- 
cumulated an enormous amount of 
wheat for future needs, as has France 
and Italy, and should peace come be- 
fore America has marketed her sur- 
plus wheat, petees might be forced 
to an unusually low level before buy- 
ing power from foreign countries 
could be expected, these traders say. 

Bulls, however, dispute this theory, 
and assert that dollar wheat is un- 
usually cheap in the face of a gen- 
eral war in Europe, and claim that 
even should peace come the demand 
for wheat rom Austria-Hungary, 
Germany and other countries prac-

APARTMENTS RENTED 
BEFORE COMPLETION 


Few Unsold Lots in Park- 
view; North Parkview Re- 
ported to Be Scene of 
Lively Interest From In- 
vestors and Builders of 


Apartment Houses. 


Although platted and improved by. the 
Mercantile Trust Co. as agent for the 
Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. but a com- 
parctively short time ago, absorption of 
Washington Heights promises soon to 
be complete. 

This is especially probable with the 
unrestricted streets of the sub-division, 
or those on which apartment houses or 
flats are not excluded. 

The few unsold lots on these streets 
are scattered and range in price from

BY A COMMITTEE 


President of Aldermen Selects 
Men to Devise Parkway or 
Civic Center Scheme. 


FAVORS’ UNIT SYSTEM 


Thinks Several Blocks Could Be 
Improved at Time—Will 
Draft Bill Later. 


A number of persons prominent in 
architectural and engineering cir- 
cles are to be assembled by Julius 
Haller, president of the Board of 
Aldermen and of the Haller-Lem- 
bracht Real Estate €o., to advance 
ideas for a comprehensive eity plan. 

The architects who will be identi- 
fied with Haller in this movement 
are @.

Haller told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er he first disclosed his plan of pro- 
cedure to Young and Pitzman and at 
their suggestions, the other two 
architects and the three engineers were 
invited to collaborate with them.

FEDERAL JUDGE FINDS FOR 
FRISCO RECEIVERS IN BOND CASE 


Decides They Are Responsible Only 
for Difference In Values In Cape 
Girardeau and Northern Issue. 

Federal Judge Sanborn yesterday 
gave a decosion upholding the objec- 
tion of the receivers of the Frisco 
Railroad to the report of Special Mas- 
ter Thomas T. Fauntleroy, submitted 
June 9, in which Fauntleroy held the 
receivers liable for the par value 
of $1,500,000 outstanding bonds of the 
Cape Girardeau & Northern Railroad. 
which was acquired by the Frisco. 

Judge Sanborn admitted the valid- 
ity of the claims of Louis Houck of 
Cape Girardeau, builder of the Cape 
Girardeau & Northern Railroad, and 
other holders of the bonds, but held 
that the receivers could be held liable 
only for the excess of the par value 
over the actual value of the bonds. 

Under the first decision, according 
to Loomis C. Johnson, attorney for the 
bondholders, the latter could have 
turned in the bonds and demanded 
full repayment for their par value. 
Under Judge Sanborn’s decision, the 
holders of the bonds, to realize upon 
them,* would have to foreclose under 
the lien on the property and the re- 
ceivers would be required to make 
up the difference between their par 
value and the amount the property 
would bring at auction.

geese are the most easily raised 

of all farm poultry. Conditions 
On nearly every farm are such that 
a few geese could be raised to advan- 
tage, and they would almost be clear 
profit since there need be very little ex- 
pense connected with keeping them. 


Besides the profit in money, they are, 
advantagous as scavengers of weeds 
and insects that are obnoxious. Many 
fruit growers find it very desirable to 
keep a few geese to turn into orchards 
after the fruit crop has been gathered. 
They will not only clean up the leav- 
ings in the way of fruit and keep 
down weeds and grass, but they will 
destroy insects and worms of many 
kinds that would otherwise multiply and 
prey on the crop of the next year. 


Geese are by nature grazérs, and 
when they can have access to plenty of 
weeds and grass they need little else. 
They can, however, become quite an 
annoyance if not confined in ‘fenced 
areas where they can do no damage to 
other crops. Should they get into any 
garden crop such as cabbage, beets or 
lettuce, or young growing field crops 
such as corn, wheat, oats, etc., they 
will do a great deal of damage in a 
short while. However, geese are eas- 
lly confined, and if there is sufficient 
feed in an inclosure they will not be in- 
clined to leave it. 

Running water or pools are not nec- 
essary in order to raise geese success 
fully, but they must have access to 
drinking water at all times if they are 
to do well. They also need grit in con- 
siderable quantities, but when on free 
range t they usually can pick up enough

without having it furnished them, 
Where they do not have sufficient pas- 
ture and must be prov-ded with feed, 
such feeds as cut clover, alfalfa, cab- 
bage, beets, turnips, potatoes, oats, bar- 
ley and bran make a good assortment 
from which to select. Corn is consid- 
ered too fattening except in small quan- 
tities, or for the purpose of fattening 
the birds. Some breeders feed a mash 
of equal parts, by weight, of corn meal 
and shorts, with 10 per cent beef scrap. 
This is mixed with water to a con- 
sistency ef stiff dough. 


Th goslings grow very rapidly and 
reach marketable age when about 12 
weeks old. At that age, they can be 
made to weigh 10 to 12 pounds if they 
have received some green feed in addi- 
tion to their green picking. 


There are few or no diseases or ver- 
min that prey on geese, and for that 
reason losses are much smaller than 
with chickens or turkeys. After the 
goslings reach the age of two or three 
weeks they become very hardy and 
once brought to that stage very few 
of them are lost. 

Geese reach a greater age and still 
remain productive than any other class 
of poultry. They will prove profitable 
to keep until 10 to 12 years old, al- 
although a large per cent of geese 
til three times that age and more. 
Aside from their value as market poul- 
try, their feathers must be considered, 
authough a large per cent of geese 
raisers do not go to the trouble of 
plucking them. The feathers from the 
white varieties are naturally most val- 
uable, but all are prized and there is 
a good imarket for those of any va- 
riety.

HANDLING OF Eots 
IN HEATED SEASON 


Observance Will Yield Maximum 
Profit, if Sold, and Insure 
Fitness as Food. 


Here are a dozen suggestions that, tn 
brief, tell the whole story of how sum- 
mer eggs should be handled so as to get 
the maximum profit from them if sold, 
and to insure all used on the poultry- 
man’s table as fit for food: 

Sell, confine or eat all mature Yoosters. 
Do not allow nests to become filthy. 
Separate the broody hens from the lay- 
ing ones. 

Gather the eggs at least every day, 
and better twice a day cuts the warm- 
est weather. 

Keep all eggs in a dry, cool, brs 
place. 

Never wash eggs, as it me their 
keeping qualities. 

Market egss twice a week at least 
during the warmest weather. 

Eggs are ready absorbents, and should > 
be kept away from anything such as 
oils, onions or other materials that have 
strong odors. 

Eges that are of a questionable qual- 
ity, such as those secured from stolen 
nests, ought not to be marketed unless 
candled. 

When taking eggs to market keep 
them covered from the direct rays of 
the sun. 

Provide plenty of clean nests in the 
chicken house, so that the hens will not 
be compelled to seek the weeds and un- 
desirable places to lay. 

Do not sell eggs “case count.” but 
demand that they be candled and that 
you be paid for the quality of those 
you offer. 


Hen Lays 257 Eggs - 
First Year, 200 Second 


Lady Cornell, now dead, was owned 
by the Poultry Department of the New 
York State Agricultural College, and 
was a phenomenal hen. In her first 
year she laid 2%7 eggs, and in her sec- 
ond year 200. 

Lady Cornell weighed only 3.2 pounds, 
Her first-year eggs weighed 29% pounds. 
She was a Mediterranean by class, a Leg- 
horn by breed, single comb Leghorn: ‘by 
variety, and bred to lay Cornell strain. 
She and her ancestors were artificially 
hatched and raised. During her first 
year she consumed 110 pounds of feed, 
consisting of cracked corn, wheat, bran, 
middlings, cornmeal, . beef scrap, oll 
meal, alfalfa meal, salt, beets, green cut 
bone, grit, oyster shell and water. 

In her first year she laid an egg every 

day in April but five, every day in May 
but eight, every day in June but soven, 
every day in July but six, every day in 
August but five, every day in Septembe, 
but seven, every day in October bu VW, 
every day in November bu 16, every day 
in December but .4, every day in Jan- 
uary but ll, every day in February but 
nine, every day in Merch but six. 
‘ She molted the latter part of Novem- 
ber and the beginning of December, late 
and quickly. For about 12 consecutive 
days, seven at the end of November and 
five the beginning of December, she did 
not lay an egg, but during this time she 
was growing a new coat of feathers.

Methods for Rounding 


Up Chicks for Market 


The young cockerels should be sepa- 
rate@é from the puliets as soon as they 
begin to annoy them. With light breeds 
this begins as early as the eighth to 
tenth week. Cockerels intended for the 


market at from one to two and one-half 
pounds should be fed the same ration 
as the pullets up to within two weeks 
of marketing. 

To finish off young stock for market. 
measure the quantity of grains fed and 
also of protein. Range-raised birds will 
generally stand up under forced feed- 
ing in confinement for 10 to % days, 
but they should be fed liberally of green 
food and watched carefully for digestion 
disorders. Birds will stand up longer 
under forced feeding where the increased 
protein is.given in the form of milk 
rather than of beef scraps. A good ra- 
tion for firnishing off growing stock for 
market is given herewith: 

Feed three times a day all the chicks 
will eat in a half hour, of equal parts, 
by weight, of cornmeal, wheat mid- 
dlings, ground oats and beef scrap or 
cottage cheese, and salt to season. Use 
buttermilk or sour milk, if possible, for 
moistening, to a consistency that it can 
be poured. Give the birds, in addition 
water and sour milk to drink, green

Her mother said last night that Ruth 
bad been a bright child and, at the time 
of the iliness which robbed her of hear- 
ing, knew her alphabet well and could 
name the vowels and consonants sepa- 
rately. When her parents learned in 
the child’s sixth year that hearing would 
never be restored, they decided not to 
have her taught finger alphabets, but 
sent her to a special school, where she 
could learn lip reading. 

In her eleventh year she was entered 
in the fourth grade at the Washington 
School. Her teachers would question 
her and she would write answers on the 
blackboard until she had mastered the 
ability to speak, having lost the power 
of speech when she lost her hearing. To 
accustom her eyes to movements of the 
lip it was at first necessary to spell out 
many words, but since then this has 
hecome unnecessary. 

Hopes to Study in Europe, . 

To test her ability a caller last night, 
without exaggerating the movements 
of his lips, asked the girl: 

“To what do you attribute your. re- 
markable successes in school?” 

“To the patience of my teachers,” was 
the instant! reply, in a monotone that 
vas still distinct, ‘‘and to the kindness 
of my playmates.”’ 

The girl then said that she had great 
hopes of a future as an artist and that 
she hoped to be able some time to take 
a course of study in Europe.

CONVICTS ON ROADS 
PROVING A SUCCESS 


25 Men at Work in Osage 
County for a Month Without 
Breach of Discipline.

Here the theory of certain State 


officials, that the convicts in the State 
penitentiary can be leased to the va- 
rious counties for road work, is be- 
ing. tested. 

The experiment, so far, has been 
an unqualified success. About 25 
convicts have been working in that 
vicinity for more than a month, and 
not once has a breach of discipline 
occurred, nor have any of the prison- 
ers made an effort to escape. 

Two facts, however, have to be 
taken into consideration in citing 
these results. In the first place, the 
convicts were selected because they 
had the best prison records and with 
a view toward making the experti- 
ment a success, if possible. The 
other reason is that the convicts are 
fed and sheltered better than many 
of them probably would be if they 
were free. In other words, they. real- 
ly are not treated like prisoners, 
though technically, they are inmates 
of the penitentiary. 

Good Meals Served. 

They are housed in clean, comfort- 
able tents, furnished with good beds, 
and the food served them is good. 
The menu runs about as follows: 
Breakfast—bacon, fresh eggs, bDis- 
cuits, butter, coffee and breakfast 
food. Dinner—fresh milk, meat (usu- 
ally chicken), three vegetables, coffee, 
butter and cornbread. Supper—eggs 
and bacon or cold meat, coffee and 
desert. The bill of fare frequently 
contains pile and roasting ears will 
be added within a few days. 

Two expert cooks, also convicts, 
are members of the party and pre- 
pare the meals, 

The first thing noticeable to a vis- 
itor approaching the camp is a cro- 
quet ground, perfectly levelled, and 
kept in good condition. Seats have 
been provided under the shade trees 
for lounging and resting during the 
noon hour and after supper. Maga- 
zincs and works of fiction are stacked 
in an orderly way on the center table in 
the large tent. A baseball outfit has 
been supplied, and there are enough men 
to make three full teams, the national 
game is popular at the camp. 

Somebody has supplied the camp 
with fishing tackle, and as the camp is 
located on the banks of the Maries Riv- 
er, angling has become not only popular, 
but a fine string of trout frequently 
adds to the attractiveness of the 
menu. 

Men Lose Prison Pallor. 

Dominoes and checker boards add 
to the list of amusements, and a boat 
has been furnished in which the men 
row up and down stream and go fish- 
ing and swimming. 

The men have lost their prison pal- 
lor and are tanned and brown. They 
work only about eight hours a day 
and undega moderate masters. Their 
appreciation of the difference between 
such treatment and the slave driving 
methods of -the convict system, 
shown by their conduct. 

Only four guards are used at the 
camp. Two are on duty during the 
day and two at night. 

The experiment is being made. un- 
der an agreement between the Coun- 
ty Court of Osage County and the 
prison authorities, and Judge Pleus- 


meyer of the County Court oversees 
the work.

PHILADELPHIA, June %.—A perma- 
nent organization to assure free speech 
to the faculty of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and to help to keep it clear 
of the control of corporate wealth wil! 

be formed in the fall. 

The insurrection caused by the dis- 
missal of Dr. Scott Nearing from the 
faculty of the Wharton School has 
spread to men in all parts of the United 
States. Harrison 8. Morris, who is 
conducting a vigorous campaign for the 
reinstatement of Dr. Nearing, and for 
the re-establishment of intellectual free- 
dom at the university, declared today 
that letters are pouring into him sug- 
gesting that a bulwark of permanent 
public opinion be formed to guard the 
university from a recurrence of the 
Nearing incident. 

Provost Smith is fairly snowed under 
with protests from former students of 
the university, especially from alumni 
of the Wharton School, who regard Dr.

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PLAN OF WORKING INCOME TAX LAW 


ATTAGKED IN U. 8, 
SUPREME COURT 


Brief Filed in Dodge Brothers 
Case Says Sur Tax Clause 
Is Invalid. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Papers were 
filed here today in the first attack 
in the Supreme Court on the constitu- 
tionality of the Federal income tax, 
to be the most im- 
portant case before the Court next term.

Three, main reasons were assgned for 
claiming the sur tax provision of the law 
is invalid. Stockholders in corpora- 
tions, it is ‘asserted, when computing 
their sur taxes, are subjected to liabil- 
ity for the gains and profits of the cor- 
porations which have not been divided 
or distributed. 

“To tax a stockholder on prospective 
dividends which he may never receive 
can only be properly characterized as 
so utterly absurd as to induce levity.” 

“Given Arbitrary Power.” 

It is charged also that the provision 
vests in the Secretary of the Treasury 
an arbitrary power of determining, 
without a hearing, whether any cor- 
poration has accumulated a greater un- 
divided surplus:than is reasonable for 
the needs of the business. ‘“‘How can 
he reach such a decision?” {t is asked. 
“The law makes no provision to aid 
him.”’ 

A third reason ts that the provision 
permits corporations to accumulate ané 
withhold from sur tax taxation such 
part of thelr profits as may be reasona- 
bly necessary for the needs and purposes 
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‘or argument attacking the sur tax on] of the buéiness, and does not ame 


such business privileges to individuals 
and partnerships. It is urged that cor- 
porations are thus favored by a ‘“‘most 
invidious discrimination.”’ 

The brief urges that the sixteenth 
amendment of the Constitution did 
not obliterate entirely the provisions 
of the Constitution against direct 
taxes and that Congress can only tax 
income and not real or personal prop- 
erty. It is contended that Congress 
can make no distinctions as to the 
source of income. 

If Congress had such power some 
very “popular discriminations” are 
within its reach, the brief asserts. 

Discrimination Alleged. 

“It would be very popular in some 
quarters,” it says, “to levy a higher 
rate on incomes derived from the 
manufacture of liquors. Another pop- 
ular discrimination would be to in- 
crease the rate on income from oil 
and steel and automobile corpora- 
tions. And just before each congres- 
stonal or presidential election the de- 
mand for a lower rate on incomes de- 
rived from agricultural pursuits 
would be irresistible.” 
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The case was begun to preven 
the collector of internal revenue at 
Detroit from collecting a sur tax on 
each of the Dodges of approximate- 
ly $45,000 for the year 1813. The 
Federal District Court in Michigan 
held the tax valid.

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GOLDEN LINING FOR JOPLIN 


Zinc ore, which Missourians once hoped 
to sell for $20 a ton, has sky-rocketed 
above $130 since the allies began to 
purchase heavily for shell making— 
Everyone is baying autos and work- 
ing over abandoned fields—Curious 
instances of individual prosperity. 


HE business of digging out of the south- 
west corner of Missouri lead and zinc to 
be buried again by the allies’ guns in 
Flanders goes boomingly on. The mining 
district is at the flood tide of its pros- 
perity and the richest man and the poor- 
est feel the insurge of fortune. Production 

is enormous, wages are high, collections are exceptional- 
ly good, everyone is busy and the squeak of the brand- 
new Ford is heard in the land, for “$100 jack” has 
come. 

The prospect of “jack,” which is the trade name for 
zinc ore, ever reaching $100 a ton had never been eny- 
thing but a far dream to the producer. It was about 
as visionary as $4-a-bushel wheat or $2-a-bushel corn to 
the farmer, or a flat rate of $50 a week 
salary for all stenographers. 


In 1896 McKinley supporters made a 
strong campaign in this “jack” country. 
They promised that if McKinley was elected, 
a tariff would be put on zinc which would 
assure a price of $20 a ton for “jack.” It 
was an alluring vision to the producer. The 
transparencies read: “McKinley and $20 jack.” 
With “jack” selling now for something like 
six times as much as was promised then, it 
is small wonder the district is basking in the 
sun of its warmest prosperity. 


The Missouri-Kansas-Oklahoma ._ district 
produces about 40 per cent of the zinc mined 
in the United States, or about one-eighth of 
the world’s output. Belgium and Germany 
formerly produced about half of the world’s 
supply. Modern warfare makes necessary the 
use of great quantities of brass. Large num- 
bers of persons cannot be successfully killed 
on battlefields or in trenches except by heavy 
shell fire, and the shells are largely brass. 
Brass contains from 25 to 45 per cent of 
zinc. The allies need much zinc and they 
are paying for it. Germany may also need 
zinc, but there are no German buyers in the 
market. 


The heavier the clouds of battle smoke 
over Ypres, therefore, the brighter shines 
the sun of Webb City. 


Soon after the war commenced a leading 
producer assumed a look of great wisdom 
one day and said to some other mining men: 
“Boys, jack is going to be $60 one of these days.” 

His hearers laughed and told him to quit his kiddin’, 
and for days thereafter it was fashionable when one of 
them met the optimist to hold up six fingers in jesting 
reminder of the prophecy. Nine months later they were 
selling their “jack” for $112 a ton. Lead is also ata 
phenomenal price, and is adding its part to the general 
prosperity. Lead is usually mined with zinc and the 
output of the district averages 45,000 tons a year. The 
1914 average price was $47. The price on June 14 was 
$75. 

When the district was opened up it was a lead min- 
ing camp. This stuff now called “jack” kept getting in 
the way, but no one knew what it was. The first lot 
used commercially was a stone fence built from a refuse 
pile. The discovery that “jack” was zinc ore gave the 
camp a boom in 1873, in which year 960 tons were cold 
at an average price of $9 a ton. The price and tonnage 
leisurely rose until in 1905, 250,000 tons were produced 
and sold at $45 a ton. That was a good price and every- 
body was prosperous and contented. But the year of 
1912 was the best in the history of the section. More 
than 300,000 tons of “jack” were “made” and sold at 
an average price exceeding $50. The district received 
more than $15,000,000. 


Even then, no one excepting poets or an occasional 
Saturday night visitor to Joplin, the “wet” center, ever 
dreamed of $100 jack. But on the morning of Satur- 
day, June 5, 1915, enthusiastic operators walked up and 
down Joplin streets with a subscription list to engage 
the Carthage band to play on Main street in celebration 
of the first time in history’ that “jack” had sold for 
$100 a ton. By the time the band had been engaged, 
the price had gone to $102. When the players reached 
Joplin over the excellent trolley system, the price was 
$105, and when the first selection had been played and 
the horns up-ended to cool, it was $106. Immediately 
after the concert closed with “There'll be a hot time 
in the old town tonight” jack was selling at $110. It 
has since sold at $135. 

The first sale at $100 was made by the firm of Car- 
mean & Squires.- It was 20 car loads, about 650 tons, 
and that evening Mr. Squires drove home in a big, 
shiny, six-cylinder car with a warning horn on it that 
sounded like the growl of the Great Cave Bear. 
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a safe. 


When prices got good, and every mine was driving 
its production to the utmost, Postmaster Thomas Rag- 
land of Webb City found that he could not give to his 
official duties all the time he should and still care for 
the interests of the Eastern Land and Zinc Co. of Law- 
ton, Kan., of which he is manager. He thought the 
matter over and resigned as .postmaster. 

B. B. Stout, a grocer who lives very appropriately at 

Prosperity, is an old mining man. The first of May 
two young men, Hawk and Reeves, offered him a fourth 
interest in the old Cannon 
Ball property for $250. They 
had been working it seven 
months and needed money. 
Stout looked it over and in- 
vested. One month later 
Thomas Coyne, a well-known 
operator, took the pr «erty 
off their hands at $15,000. 
Stout got $3750 for the use 
of his $250 for one month. 


In the old days, in Webb 
City, when ‘‘the boys” went out 
time Saturday 
nights, a desk drawer would hold all the valuables taken from 
the hilarious ones rounded up; now the City Marshal requires

The Interstate Grocer Co. has recently erected in Jop- 
lin a seven-story building of reinforced concrete. 
The concrete was made from tailings of the old Hero 
mine, which tailings were thrown out when zinc was 
much cheaper and methods much cruder than now. 
The remainder of the tailings are being worked over 
now and they produce about 4 per cent of zinc. There 
is no prospect of the building being torn down, but there 
it enough zinc in it to make many 12-inch shells. 

The Carnegie library in Webb City and two beautiful 
residences are built of “rough rock,” the form in which 
the ore appears before going through the crushing mill. 
A prosperous operator said it was a fair assumption 
that the metal in each of these structures had increased 
$1000 within the year. 

Barber shops, those centers of masculine gossip, are 
clearing houses for mining rumors... Nick Sayers, who 
operates the first chair in the House of Lords barber 


The first operator to get $100 a t on for his 
ore came home that night in a big new six cyl- 
inder automobile. 
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shop in Joplin, is working a small lease with four 
friends. In one week they took out $600. 

Bert Wagner, also a barber, has formed a company 
which is profitably working an old shaft. He is also 
Police Judge, but he still strops his razor as tunefully 
and swaps persiflage with the boys as readily as any 
barber in town. 

Webb City, which is in the middle of the heaviest 
producing district, has ordered a big fine safe to be 
kept in Marshal McGaw’s office. There is little crime 

in the district, but on Saturday nights the 
Marshal frequently has to lock up a few of 
“the boys’ until Sunday morning. Since 
zinc prices went up in the clouds the amount 
of valuables taken from the prisoners has 
increased to such an extent that the Mar- 
shal does not consider it safe to keep the 
watches, stick pins, money, ete, in the 
drawer of his desk as before, and the Mayor, 
Dr. J. E. Locke, recommended that the city 
buy a safe, and it was so ordered. The city 
ean afford it. ‘ 


One interesting case is an old man who is 
blind. <A blast put out his eyes years ago, 
and since then he frequently enjoys himself 
working over the piles of refuse discarded 
when machinery did not work the ore as 
cleanly as it does now. He discovers the 
presence of lead or zinc by weighing the 
gravel in his hand. In one week, since “jack” 
jumped over the moon, he earned $87. 


The “Saturday night strike” is Joplin’s 
favorite joke. It refers to the habit of the 
small operator who has interested some 
friends in his “diggin’s’” appearing on Sat- 
urday night and telling the friends that he 
needs about $2 more to carry on operations 
next week and that he is sure he is right 
near pay dirt. 

One man sold an eighth interest in the 
Lone Elm mine to an actress in a stock com- 
pany for $3.50 one Saturday night. The next 
week he struck a pocket of ore which made 
the actress’ dividend $12.50. The next week 
she drew down $50 and the next $100. 

J. W. Reinmiller~” works his mine four 
miles from Joplin with the assistance of his 
three sons. Last summer one of the boys 
wanted to go to Drury College, and Rein- 
miller decided he would send him if he could 
sell out for $5000, but he could not find a 
buyer. Then “jack” soared, and since then 
they have cleared $20,000 on their output. 
The boy is going to college this fall. 

One of the shrewdest operators in the dis- 
trict, who insists that his name be not used, 
thought the price had touched the top when 
it went to $61. He sold his week’s output at 
that price and contracted to sell at the same 
figure for the two following weeks. The 
next week the quotation was $75 and the 
second week $85. Friends declare he was 
quite ill the last few days that he was sell- 


ing his ore for $61, while his neighbors got $24 more 
a ton. 


The Century mine has been worked for 10 months 
by a Wisconsin company under the direction of Sidney 
H. Davis, a young man who graduated six years ago 
from the University of Wisconsin. He advised his 
company that the Century mine was a good “buy” at 
$5000, but they refused to take it. When the price of 
jack went higher, the company reconsidered and by 
that time, the price of the Century was $10,000 and the 
company bought, Davis putting up $1000, which was all 
he had. That was last August and since then the 
mine has sold $346,000 worth of ore at a profit of $280,- 
000, giving Davis a profit of $28,000. The prosperity of 


‘the Century induced another man to put $15,000 into 


an adjoining property which has not produced any- 
thing. 

A wave of prosperity which will affect even an ex- 
tinct newspaper is surely some wave, but the zinc wave 
stops at nothing. Being advised by a junk dealer that 
old zinc etchings were worth $300 a ton, receivers of 
a newspaper which suspended publication a few years 
ago found that the “morgue” contained nearly 500 
pounds of metal, which they promptly sold. 


Producers of “jack” declare the smelter men are 
taking the cream of the profit in their sales of spelter, 
which is commercial zinc. So strong is the feeling that 
there is talk of shutting down mines, of hoarding “jack” 
on the premises, and other methods of cutting into the 
smelter’s profits. The smelters are the only buyers. 
The jack operator’s argument is something like this: 


“Jack from this district runs 60 per cent metallic 
zinc. If it does not run that high, we are penalized $1 
a ton for each point per cent it falls short. We receive 
a bonus of $1 for each point per cent it is over 60 per 
cent. So, you see, out of five tons of jack the smelter 
makes three tous of spelter. Now it is fair to presume 
that the smelters were making money in 1913. I never 
heard of one of them losing money. In that year, jack 
averaged *40 and spelter was $110. That is, they gave 
$200 for five tons of ‘jack’ and made from it three tons 
of spelter which they sold for $330. In other words,

FEW days before William Jennings Bryan's bs 

melodramatic resignation as Secretary of 

State, he caused a plaster mask of his face 

and a cast of his hand to be made by Gutzon 
Borglum, the well-known sculptor and painter. There- 
fore, the features and palm of the exponent of grape- 
juice diplomacy will not be lacking to an admiring 
posterity. 

The characteristics of the mask are herewith delineat- 
ed by Sculptor Borglum, and the lines of the hand 
are interestingly analyzed by a palmist who was un- 
aware of the identity of her subject. 


THE MASK 


By Gutzon Borglum 


R. BRYAN possesses one of the most 
dramatic faces in American life. 
As revealed by the cast, it 1s one 
of exceeding strength and determination. 
Ambition, however, is not the word with 
which to deseribe its traits. It is a face re- 
markably mature. Lincoln's countenance 
was old in some features, but in other 
respects it was immature. Mr. Bryan’s 
eyes, and especially his mouth, are finely 
mature. For 20 years he has been one of 
the great American orators; so that his 
mouth, which has uttered millions of phrases, 
has been shaped into a beautiful maturity. 
His face is that of a consummate artist. 


THE HAND 


(Analyzed by a palmist una- 
ware that it was Bryan's.) 


S a whole, the hand 
denotes great emo- 
tional qualities, ex- 

ecutive ability and utter 
freedom of expression. The 
width of the waist of the 
thumb indicates complete 
lack of tact; and the ideal- 
istic effect of the index 
finger is damaged by the in- 
ward slope of the top joint 
—which mears commercial- 
ism. 

The distance between the 
index finger and the second 
finger is indicative of inde- 
pendence of thought; inde- 
pendence of action is denoted 
by the distance between the 


third and fourth fingers. 

The distance between the 
heart-line (which runs from the 
outside of the palm up under 
the second finger) and the head- 
line (which runs direetly below 
and parallel to the heart line) 
bespeaks a thorough  broad- 
mindedness, with a leaning 
towards mysticism. 

The Mount of Luna (extend- 
ing on the outside of the palm 
from below the heart-line to the 
wrist) is over-developed, and is 
a mark of an exaggerated imagi- 
nation. 

The slight taper at the end of 
the thumb denotes refinement. 
The first phalange of the thumb 
indicates a vigorous will; the 
second, sound logic; and the 
third, strong affections. 

The peaks in the middle of the 
first phalanges of the fingers in- 
dicate genius; but the absence of 
*squares between the bases of the 
finger marks the owner as one 
who is easily carried away by his 
own eloquence—one who forgeg 
ahead without fully analyzing 
things. 

Finally, the little breaks and 
lumps in the -heart-line denote 
poignant disappointments.

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THE TRAGEDY OF 
“CKARLU 


As Arctic night again approaches, with no sign of rescue, one 
of the starving castaways on Wrangel Island kills him- 
self—Survivors almost too weak to walk—Then one 
morning appears the relief ship, bringing the Lucullan 
luxury of ham and eggs—Nine out of 20 reach home 


“We lost no time in gathering up our few effects and going aboard the most welcome ship that ever sailed into a harbor.’’ 


HE preceding chapters told how the Stefansson 
expedition lost its ship, the “Karluk,” off 
the cost of northern Alaska, in January, 
1914; whereupon Dr. Stefansson, left strand- 

ed by the sudden drift, made a new start, with two 
companions, for mysterious Crocker Land, and has 
not been heard from since. 

Capt. Bartlett of the lost ‘“‘Karluk,” with a party 
of 20 white men and a small group of Eskimos, in 
cluding a woman and her two children, started across 
the ice for the nearest known land, Wrangel Island, 
80 miles distant. Reduced to 17 in number, they ar- 
rived on that desolate shore March 12. 1914. ‘ 


Capt. Bartlett himself pushed on for the coast of 
Siberia, to communicate with civilization and send 
a rescuing ship for the survivors of his party, 
camped with a meager supply of provisions on 
Wrangel Island. Long months of suffering and 
starvation were t& elapse before that rescue was final- 
ly achieved. The story of these months, and of the 
deliverance that came at last to a pitiful dozen of the 
survivors, is detailed in the concluding chapter, 
which here follows.

Part IV.—The Rescue. 


HE situation was becoming desperate 

on Wrangell Island,’ especially at 

Rogers Harbor. Our supply of 

meat had failed. The ice had left 

the shore, making it impossible for 

us to go out to hunt. The birds, 

all but a few ducks, had gone. We 

could still shoot an occasional one. All the dress- 

ing it got was to remove the feathers. Aug. 1 

came and went, but no rescue ship appeared. We 

had expected that by that date we would be 

found by a relief party if Bartlett’s trip suc- 
ceeded. 

About Aug. 1 we saw a large polar bear two 
miles off shore on the ice; but we could not get 
to him because of the intervening water. We 
stood and looked longingly and hungrily, and 
I might say savagely at him, with the thought 
of devouring him. Self-preservation urged us, 
through hunger, to get and eat whatever ap- 
peared in sight and Was edible. 

We hunted about the camp for pieces of seal 


_ skin, and dug in the pit in which we had stored 


our seal meat for the rancid blubber that re- 
mained there. We ate it with the desperation 


_ of starving men. © We cut the rations of decayed 


blubber and seal skin down to the minimum 
that would support life, and then in a few days 
it gave out. Talk about putrid meat poisoning 
anyone! We had got to the point where it 
would have no effect upon us. 

On Sept. 1, as we were preparing a piece of 
seal skin for dinner, a fox wandered near the 
camp. It was the first fox we had seen on the 
island. Chief Monroe got a rifle and shot it. We 
rejoiced at the thought of fresh meat. These 
foxes did not seem to know anything of danger 
to themselves, and would come quite close to 
camp and look so inquiringly and innocegtly at 
us that it seemed like taking an unfair ad- 
vantage of their ignorance to shoot them. After 
the appearance of the first one they seemed to 
become plentiful, and we laid in a supply. We 
desisted from shooting them when we found that 
we ha@ only 18 rounds of ammunition left, and 
fiecided that we would keep that for bigger 
Fame. 

The sun no longer remained above the horizon 
at midnight. The prospect of remaining another 
winter on Wrangell Island was presenting itself, 
and the invitation was not attractive. 


We placed ourselves on a ration of two foxes per 
man per week. The coming of the foxes seemed 
providential, as all other sources of food had failed. 
We had been living on a meat diet for nearly five 
months, and flesh food alone is not strengthening. 
Our blood was very thin, and we were so weak we 
could scarcely stand. In chopping wood for a lit- 


‘tle fire three strokes of the ax were enough to wind 


us. We staggered as we walked, and an attempt to 
run was almost out of the question. We slept as 
much as we could to save our strength. 

While we were in this désperate condition one 
of the party from Waring Point, Williamson by 
name, came to our camp to see how we were getting 
along. He informed us that one of their men had 
shot and killed himself on June 25. Williamson 
carried enough seal meat to do him on -this trip. 
It was the first time we had seen or heard anything 
from Waring. Point since June 5. He did not re- 
main with us, but returned to Waring Point while 
he still had provisions to last him on the way. 

We had expected the ice to open up about Aug. 1, 
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so ‘that boats could come in. Here we were a month 
later, and no sign of relief. Snow had begun to fall 
on the island,.and our freshwater lake was frozen 
solidly over. But we still: entertained the thought 
that probably the ice would open up late in_the year, 
for we knew we were approaching the season when 
it would close in again. We encouraged each other 
as. best we could, but the encouragement, such as 
we were able to muster, brought us little consolation. 
We were now counting the days, each night hoping 
the next one would bring us succor. 

On the night of Sept. 6 we sat up and talked later 
than usual, and then turned into our sleeping tent 
disheartehed and discouraged, to await what an- 
other day might bring forth. About a month before 
it had been agreed that the first to sight our rescuers 
should be rewarded with a Bible by the other two. 

About 6 o’clock the next morning I was awakened 
by an unusual noise. I listened and heard it again. 
I knew it was not a polar bear, but somehow could

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SUN. CURE FOR TUBERCULOSIS® 
A NEW MUNICIPAL EXPERIMENT = 
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Buffalo establishes an open-air hospital | 


where children romp and play 
all day long almost as naked 
as little savages 


OAMING about the country roads and 
fields near Perrysburg, N. Y., groups 
of bare-limbed children, clad in white 
hats and loin cloths, meet the startled 
eye of the-rtraveler, these balmy sum- 
mer days. He wonders whether they 
are playing some thrilling new game 

of “savages,” or whether the Boy Scouts have carried 
their “back to nature” program to its logical conclu- 
sion. The truth is that these sunburned youngsters 
are patients, and that they are undergoing the Rollier 
treatment for tuberculosis. | 

At .the J. N. Adam Memorial Hospital at Perrys- 
burg, Buffalo maintains the first municipal sanitarium 
established by a city in the United States, for the 
use of sunlight as a cure for children suffering with 
tuberculosis. The little patients, wearing the mini- 
mum of clothes, are required to spend as much time 
as possible in the open air. Hence their excursions 
about Perrysburg in a costume more reminiscent of 
the tropics than of modern New York State. 

The treatment is known to the medical ae 
as heliotherapy, and was perfected by Dr. A. Rolliér 
of Leysin, in the Swiss Alps, for whom it is named. 
It has been employed with good results in Switzer- 
land, Italy and England, and in One or two state in- 
stitutions in the United States. It is said that out 
of 1200 cases treated at Leysin, 1000 were pronounced 
benefited. 

The idea that the sun’s rays have a healing effect 
on the human body, 1s far from new. In ancient 
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7 GATHERING GRAPES. 


the best place for the sun cure, the Sanitarium on 
Coney Island, known as Sea Breeze Hospital, has 
been so successful in administering the sun treat- 
ment, that New York City has purchased 1000 feet 
of beach front on which to build a large institution 
for the treatment of tuberculosis by the Rollier. 
method. 

The State of Pennsylvania has three large open 
air sanatoria where the sun treatment is used for 
children in the early stages of tuberculosis. 

The United States Public Health Service recently 
issued a warning against the use of so-called tuber- 
culosis cures, declaring that rest, air and food are 
the essentials in the treatment, and that there is no 
drug known that has any specific curative action in 
this disease. me 

Every large city in the United States has adopted 
the open air treatment for tuberculosis patients, but 
so far only Buffalo has gdopted the Rollier method. 

In almost every city in the country, except St. 
Louis, the death rate from tuberculosis was reduced 
last year. The open air treatment here, however, is 
being used more extensively than ever; since the 
opening of a fresh air school for children at 1540 
South Grand avenue... At the small fresh air school 
on Natural Bridge road, 16 children were declared™ 
to have been cured in 1914 and the Night and Day 
Camp south of the city has been beneficial to the 
health of many young women. en: 

The open air school on South Grand avenue has 
accomodations for 150 pupils, and more than 600 
children in need of. treatment have been turned away. 
The school is maintained by the Board of Education, 
with the exception of meals for the children, which 
are supplied by the St. Louis Society for the Relief 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, in cases in which the 
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times the Greeks exposed sick persons to the sun, - 
believing that Apollo would cure them. Primitive 
people in all ages have depended on nature to cure 
their ills, thereby doing just what science now de- 
clares is the best remedy. 
Patients under the Rollier treatment are not im- 
mediately exposed to the sun, but by a very careful 
process are acclimated, if they are in a higher alti- 
tude than that to which they are accustomed, which 
is generally the case. " Tuberculosis sanitariums are 
generally established in the mountains or at least 
in high regions. j 
After the patient has become used to the rarefied 
air, the process of making the body accustomed “to 
*the sun is started. Whatever part of the body the 
disease has attacked, the feet invariably receive the 
first sun treatment. The second day the lower legs 
are exposed to the sun, and the-third day the thighs. 
Gradually the whole body is bared to the sun rays, 
but only, at first, for a few minutes at a time. It is 
not until the seventh or eighth day, according to 
Dr. Rollier’s rule, that the entire body is exposed. 
Opinion is divided as to what it is in sunlight_that 
effects the cures, but many scientists have decided 
that it is the violet rays, which are known to be 
germicides. The first effect of the treatment upon 
the human body is to produce a change in the skin’s 
color, due to pigmentation. 
» Dr. Rollier’s theory is that pigmentation .is ohe 
of the most important elements in the treatment. 
He says that it affords a remarkable resistance, favors 
cicatrization of wounds and confers a local immunity 
to microbe infections. | Sues oS NRE i ae

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Rollier asserts that as a result of his experience in 
treating. tuberculosis with the sun cure, he believes 
an alleviatian of surgical tuberculosis in many of its 
forms, at every age of life, can be accomplished.

For the purpose of elucidating these mysterious 
phrases, William W. Brewton has written an article 
for the Scientific American in which he explains the 
science of cipher-writing and its companion science of 


_ cipher-decoding. The article is here reproduced. 


BY WILLIAM W. BREWTON. 


HE creation and solution of cryptographs, 
or illusive writings, is an art which by no 
mets has been confined to any particular 
period of letters. It is an art which was 
highly perfected by the Egyptian Ptole- 
mys, and which has engaged the atten- 
tion of royal .ecretaries from the very 

eariicst times. It, perhaps, figures more prominently 
in fiction than elsewhere in mocern times. Few writers 
today, who possess anything like an analytical turn of 
mind, fail to make use of the cipher, realizing that it 
has always been of wide interest to readers. 

Edgar Allen Poe, a master in this sphere of thought, 
has asserted that “it may well be doubted whether hu- 
man ingenuity can construct an enigma of the kind 
which human ingenuity may not, by proper applica- 
tion, resolve.” 

It may be said that there are two general methods 
upon which a person who wishes to solve a cipher may 
enter: the gathering together and comparing those cir- 
cumstances which seem to indicate the meaning and 
intentions of the writer, and the solution from the 
formation and arrangement of the very characters of 
the cipher themselves. Both of these processes, of 
course, are generally used before a complete solution 
is attained, but the decipherer will usually begin with 
only one—the method which his observation of the 
cipher indicates will secure the earliest solution. A 
solution from the very character of the writings them- 
selves is the method pursued when these characters 
are presented in some regular, related and suggestive 
form. When thus arranged, the decipherer will be able 
usually to ascertain the alphabetical key to the writing, 
and by applying this key throughout he may resolve the 
entire cipher. . 

As an illustration of the type of cryptograph which 
may be resolved from its form:and appearance, the 
author will exhibit one which he once received from a 
former school-boy friend, written when this friend was 
still a lad of 16 years, and with whom quite an exten- 
sive cipher correspondence was carried on. 

At the first glance at the above, the decipherer will 
observe that his task will be quickly ended, for the 
message is set out in a cipher whose form lends every 
aid. The words are separated conveniently, and there 
is a constant recurrence of similar characters, which 
clearly enough are the letters of words. At any rate, 
the decipherer would proceed upon this simple plan 
until he saw that he had underestimated the com- 
plexity of the cipher. In reading this message, it would 
be noted at once that the first word is not the place at 
which to begin in search for a key. For the first step 
in arranging a key would be conjecture, or more or less 
certain guess-work, and the first word is too long, has 
too many letters to be easily guessed at. The de 
cipherer would naturally look for a word whose entire 
list of letters he might conjecture, and thus secure 
as quickly as possible the maximum number of letters 
in the cipher alphabet. He notes that there is one 
word of only one letter at the end of the third line. 
This will be either the word A or O or J. He guesses A 
because he has observed that in the very next line is 
a word of three letters, which suggests itself as and, 
and which begins with the same character. Especially 
would he venture this conjecture when he notices im- 
mediately under this word another just like it. Inas- 
much as the word and is one which occurs frequently, 
whether in lengthy or short messages, the decipherer 
feels reasonably certain that Lis guess is correct. With 
the three letters thus obtained, he now seeks for some 
other word containing them, or part of them, in order 
to substitute as far as possible, and conjecture the re- 
mainder of such a word. But before doing this he may 
reasonably guess that the word appearing at the end 
of the fifth line is the, inasmuch as the same word 
occurs also im the very next line, when it is well known 
to him that the is a very frequent word in all writings, 
and that it is a word which very naturally follows the 
word and, which he has already obtained to a@ reason- 
able certainty. Now, there would be no necessity of 
beginning a substitution of the letters reasonably ob- 
tained in other words as long as there are a number 
of brief words to speculate upon. In the sixth line there 
is a word of two letters (the second word), which also 
eccurs as the last word in the seventh line. The words 
at, to or of suggest themselves as probable, but we 
at once discard at and to, or even the word on, inas- 
much as it is Known that the letters a, or t, or » do not 
occur in the word which is being deciphered, inasmuch 
as it has already been ascertained that there are other 
and different characters representing them in other 
words. So it is concluded that the word must be of, 
against which conclusion there is no reasonable ob- 
jection anyway. If we substitute the letters we have 
derived in the word at the end of the sixth line which 
seems to contain several of the conjectured characters, 
we soon obtain the word other, the letters A and r being 
the only ones we must again conjecture. This word 
is accepted as correct until it fs proved not so. The 
third word in the second line is readily guessed as 
én, inasmuch as the second letter has been ascertained 
to be wm and the first letter cannot be o, to make the 
word on, @ character for o Having been already ascer- 
tained. 


By continuing to look for words containing ascer- 


“*ained characters, the decipherer notes the first word 


fn the seventh line whose every letter he has decided 
except the third. By substituting the deciphered let- 
ters the word four is the only reasonable one which 
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suggests itself, and one more letter, u, is obtained. By 
substituting in the first word of the fifth line the 
answer to it is the word trouble, it being necessary to 
conjecture only the fifth and sixth letters. Immediately 
under this word on the sixth line, the decipherer con- 
cludes the word aid, having obtained all the characters 
of this word in solution. The entire cipher is in two 
sections, and we may read a part of the second by sub- 
stituting only a few other instances. We read, begin- 
ning at the first of the second sentence: “With a lariat 
and some trouble and the aid of the other four mem- 
bers of the.” By proceeding with the method we have 
pursued, the entire solution becomes: 


“Pittsburg Pete found them in this position. 
With a lariat and some trouble and the aid of 
the other four members of the camp they were 
rescued.” 


The above cipher, of course, is one very easily solved, 
but in solving it we illustrate the method which is 
used in the case of those ciphers which offer a key 
through their form or construction. By complicating 
the appearance of his message the cipher writer will 
render a thousandfold more difficult its solution. Where 
the words are undivided, conjecture of letters end short 
words is prevented. Yet Poe is very near the truth 
when he asserts that few cunsistent messages can be 
arranged which cannot be solved. If the message is of 
any reasonable length, the recurring character repre- 
senting some alphabetical letter will finally suggest 
some meaning. With his solution, of course, the de 


cipherer must correlate the principles of language, many 
of which are the same in all tongues. 
For dispatch and convenience, ciphers are often writ-

ten in war times by one general to another on the 
same side by simply writing out a number of sentences, 
giving a particular direction, which, in reality, will 
have the opposite meaning from the one indicated by 
the message. If such a message should fall into the 
hands of the enemy, its solution would be attempted by 
proceeding to reason out the true message which was 
sent. The general circumstances existing at the time 
might indicate to the decipherer that instead of “at- 
tack” the message conveyed the order to “retreat,” 
though the actual words of the message indicated the 
former. It is the purpose of cipher writers in armies 
to convey in their messages as simple statements as 
possible, in order to free them from suspicion. In mili- 
tary affairs, and also in the secret affairs of State, 
complexity in ciphers excites suspicion, and attracts too 
much attention. The ability to convey convenient and 
accurate and easily interpretable secret messages, in 
regular language and in ordinary sentences, is the art 
which is today sought by those who must necessarily 
use the cipher. 

A highly useful and at the same time practically 
undecipherable scheme for cipher writing was invent- 
ed by Bacon when a youth of about 17 in Paris. 
It is a method of expressing, as he termed it, “anything 
by everything,’ and the only condition or Hmitation 
placed upon its use is that the matter included be five 
times less than that which includes it. This condition 
arises by reason of the fact that each letter of the 
cipher alphabet is represented by five letters of the 
writer’s ordinary alphabet. Five letters are chosen 
because this arrangement will admit of 32 changes, 
and, therefore, will embrace a change for each of the 
26 letters of the English alphabet. Bacon’s arrange- 
ment is as follows, the changes of five places being 
represented with the use of only two letters:

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Under this scheme, for example, if we should wish 
to write the word Fly, it would be thus formed:

Suppose, also, that there be adopted two forms of let- 
ters, as for example, the Roman and the Italic, and that 
each Roman letter represent A and each Italic letter 
represent B. Then a cipher of the above plan could 
be woven into a message of one’s natural and usual 
vocabulary. One could send a message to “fly,” for in- 
stance, by sending the words, “Stay till I come to you.” 
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message would be sent would 
have no. difficulty in extracting the real, _ in- 
ternal messe~e. In case the cipher were written by 
hand, with pencil or pen, the italicized letters could be 
indicated by underscoring at the proper place. In order 
to render the message still more difficult to solve, it 
might be lengthened into one of 25 or 50 words, un- 
derscoring or leaving plain in the non-significant places 
in such a manner as make them of no effect, and, 
therefore, to keep them from conflicting wit! the words 
which convey the secret message. For instance, if we 
follow the plan of lettering italicized letters represent 
B, and the plain letters represent A, the internal mes- 
sage: “We retreat at midnight,” is conveyed in the 
following: 


Gemeral Greig advances upon the enemy’s left 
at daybreak. Throw your right in position to 
cover his prospective retreat, and engage the 
enemy's right if he holds his ground. 


For convenience it may b2 agreed that all secret mes- 
Sages shall begin with a certain letter of the obvious 
and visible writing. For example, in the above we be- 
gin the secret message with the thirteenth letter, a 
in advance. From that letter down through the word, 
engage, is a significant arrangement conveying the mes- 
sage, “We retreat at midnight.” If the message begins 
with some definitely determined letter by number, the 
person to whom the message is sent can thus disregard 
from the beginning all that part of the writing up to 
that point. It might be agreed that the secret message 
begin with the thirtieth word, for example; and thus 
allow considerable difficulty for the illegitimate de- 
cipherer before he even approaches any significant part 
of the writing. To render the matter still more com- 
plex, the persons carrying on the secret correspondence 
might adopt the pre-arranged plan that every fifth 
word shall be significant, or that there shall be a signifi- 
cant word after the first 20 words of the visible 
writing and then there shall be 30 non-significant 
words to be followed by 15 significant ones to be fol- 
lowed by 40 non-significant. Of course, all non-siz- 
nificant words shall be written with Roman and Italic 
modifications, just as the significant ones, in order that 
there shall be room for no suspicion upon any par- 
ticular part of the writing. Before the word advance. 
and after the word engage, in the above cipher, the words 
are non-significant, though rresenting an appearance 
similar to the other parts of the writing. By trans- 
lating the Italics into B’s and the Roman’s into A’s in 
General Greig, for example, and then grouping five let- 
ters in one place to make a letter of the true mes- 
sage, it is found that the arrangement furnishes noth- 
ing of any meaning, and such parts of the writing, of 
course, the person receiving it may disrecard. The 
greater the length of the writing, compared to the length 
of the inner message, the more difficult will be a so- 
lution by a person who does not know the plan of form- 
ing it; which is directly contrary to what is true con- 
cerning such a cipher as is found in Poe’s Gold Bug, or 
any cipher which may be resolved by observing its 
form a d construction. A cipher of the individual un- 
known characters, if consistent throughout, will be the 
easier to solve, the greater its length: inasmuch as 
in resolving it one would wish to observe the charac- 
ters related in as many different ways as possible. 
While a cipher which must be resolved by ascer- 
taining the circumstances associated with it, and de- 
ducing from them its meaning, will be the easiest of 
solution when it is briefest, when there are fewer con- 
flicting ideas and fewer words. In the cipher above, 
the form would be suggestive to the decipherer as well 
as any conclusions he might attain from its visible 
wording and from the meaning of the visible 
writing itself, for the modified shape of the letters 
would indicate some significance. However, where the 
letters of both the ordinary and the secret messages 
are alike, and the one is simply folded, or secretly 
placed, within the other, form indications do not mean 
very much to the decipherer, and a cipher arranged on 
this plan will prove itself the most difficult of solution. 


If time for arranging a cipher message were of no 
consequence, it would be a fairly easy matter for one 
to arrange a secret message within a visible writing 
and place thereon no form indications at all. For in- 
stance, instead of determining B’s by an Italic letter 
and A’s by a plain letter, it could be adopted, as a pre- 
arranged plan between the corresponding parties, that 
every letter in the visible writing which is followed by 
a consonant shall be an A, and every letter followed 
by a vowel shall be a B; or that every letter of the 
writing followed by one of the first thirteen letters of 
the alphabet shall be an A, and where followed by one 
of the last thirteen letters of the alphabet it shall be 
a B. But to so frame an outer writing as to accommo- 
date this highly restricted arrangement would be im- 
practicable both because it would require too much 
time to do so, and because at times it would be neces- 
sary to use words whose meaning would be not at all 
connected with that of the rest of the writing, in order 
to come within the pre-arranged sequence of letters. 
A plan of this kind could be made and used where the 
correspondents have no demand of dispatch, either in 
writing or reading, upon them; but for practical pur- 
poses, as war or hasty diplomatic correspondence, the 
writer and reader must avoid such delays as this plan 
imposes. The writer desires to be able to write out his 
message instantly upon forming it in his mind without 
having to run through all the words he can call to 
mind in order to use those which will conform to any 
plan. By using the biliteral alphabet of Bacon's tho 
cipher writer may make any exterior writing conve, 
any secret message, and obviously this plan is the one 
which has the greatest facility and which is, therefore, 
the most practical. The question of how the A’s are 
to be determined from the B’s is a matter which should 
be left to the coirespondents themselves.

Not a Wager, but Parson Gets 
His $1000. 


HE Rev. John W. Coontz of the First 

Methodist Episcopal Church in Webb 

City is a confirmed optimist. Charles 

T. Orr, his Sunday school superintend- 

ent, is one of the leading operators of the dis- 
trict. 

“Brother Orr,” said the pastor one day in May, 
“jack is going to $100.” 

“Tut, tut, tut,” said Mr. Orr. 

“But it is,” the minister insisted. “I can feel 
age 

“The day jack goes to $100 I will give you 
$1000 for the church,” said the operator. So the 
matter rested. Neither gentleman would even 
think of betting, and the agreement had none 
of the characteristics of a wager. 

About 15 minutes after jack touched the $100 
mark, the minister, a little heated with rapid 
walking, touched his Sunday school superintend- 
ent on the arm and said: “Brother Orr, I'll take 
that thousand dollars now. I intend to devote 
$500 of it to interior decoration of the church 
and $500 to the church debt.” 

Brother Orr came across. 
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they found that they could refine zinc and make a 
profit by taking $26 on each ton of ‘jack’ handled. 


“Well. Here early in June we are getting $110 for 
our ‘jack’ from the smelter which formerly paid us but 
$40. Should we therefore be satisfied? Let us see. Spel- 
ter is quo‘ed in London at £110. In St. Louis at $23.50 
a hundred, or $470 a ton. So you see the five tons of 
‘jack’ for which he gave $550 will bring him $1410. 
On the ton of ‘jack’ he used to handle with profit for 
$26 he now makes $172. He is taking too much of the 
cream.” So strong has tke protest become that the 
Attorney-General has started proceedings looking to 
the dissolution of the “Smelter Trust.” 


There is no recognized miners’ union in the Missouri- 


Kansas-Oklahoma Zinc Mining district and no “foreign” 


labor. The workers are nearly all drawn from the 
Ozark Mountains. They are usually big, upstanding 
men, who work hard and are not adverse to taking a 
chance. They like to speculate. From earliest recol- 
lection, seven-up has been the favorite indoor sport of 
that section. The immense increase in the price of 
zinc makes profitable the working of mines long since 


abandoned. The usual method is for a dozen or 
so miners to band together and lease an aban- 
doned shaft. The mine proper will be probably 
an immense chamber 500 feet long, 100 feet wide. 
The former workers will have left many pillars 
supporting the earth above, and these pillars con- 
tain rich ore. The new proprietors select such 
pillars as they think could be spared and “shoot” 
them. If the roof does rot fall on them they have 
tons of rich ore ready to be milled. 

Of 15 young men who have taken over the old 
Fortune Teller mine, two have 
bought (for cash) player- 
pianos and two have bought 
pianos. The R. L. Burke Music 
Co. of Joplin also sold four 
$200 talking machines for cash 
to men who had made their 
money on the rise in “jack.” 


“Pulling pillars” is a danger- 
ous business, but it seems that 
proprietors of a mine are per- 
mitted to take whatever 
chances they choose. _ Hlired 
workers are protected by min- 
ing laws and mine inspectors 
see that the laws are obeyed. 

Of the 10 men who leased 
the Longacre-Chapman mine 
at Neck City, six were en- 
tombed. on the night of June 
10 when a flood of water, mud 
and tailings rushed into the 
chamber in which they were 
pulling pillars. They were res- 
cued after many days. It is 
presumed their work had 
loosed the waters confined in 
the Century mine adjoining. 
The chamber in which the men were working was 700 
feet long, 200 feet wide and 100 feet high, and the 
inrush of water filled it to a depth of 50 feet. It will 
be easily seen that a pillar 100 feet in height with a 
proportionate circumference would contain many tons 
of ore. 

There is no need of additional labor in the district, 
but there is need of improved methods of mining which 
will make conditions better for those now working 
thtre, and the operators are moving steadily toward 
better conditions. The Southwest Missouri Mine Safety 
and Sanitation Association, composed of some 60 opera- 
tors, meets each Thursday in Webb City at a luncheon. 
All talk of organization or wages or unions is taboo. 
These things are discussed elsewhere, but the associa- 
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tion plans for the bet- 
terment of the labor-

The United States 
Bureau of Mines also 
has borrowed Dr. 
Lanza from the Na- 
tional Health Service 
and he is stationed 
at Webb City fighting 
tuberculosis. 


According to a large employer of men, machine men 
who formerly got $2.75 a day now get $4, and machine 
helpers get $3.50 instead of $2.25 a year ago. Shovelers 
in some instances get as high as 10 cents a can, where- 
as 6 cents was paid a year ago and in some instances 
$1 a day bonus is paid when they work the whole day. 
Laborers say these figures would not square with con- 
ditions throughout the district. However, $35 and $40 
a week are not exceptional figures for the week-end 
check of shovelers. 

The prosperity of the “jack” country is only for 
these who know their business. The investor needs 
the advice of-the most capable expert to place his 
money safely, and only the man thoroughly experienced 
in zinc mining can take the metal from the ground 
with profit. Of labor there is enough in the country to 
do all the work, and any great inrush of labor would 
only mean many idle men.

not make out what it was. Again I heard the noise, 
and finally recognized it as the sound of a steam whis- 
tle. I hurriedly blundered out of the tent. There. a 
quarter of a mile from the shore, lay the rescue ship. 
I called to my comrades: 

“The ship is here!” 

l1 was not a moment too soon, for there right at my 
heels was Chief Monroe to make the discovery. We 
yelled at the top of our voices, in a delirium of de- 
light. We staggered down toward the shore, attempt- 
ing to run, weakly and unsteadily, and swinging our 
arms and shouting. Could it be true? Yes, for we 
saw them lower a boat over the side of the vessel, and 
seamen row her toward us. Our greeting was: 

“We don’t know who you are, but we are mighty glad 
to see you.” 

No truer greeting was ever given coming guest. They 
were American sailors, and their ship was flying tne 
fiag of the United States. I wish every one could real- 
ize how good the American flag looked to us that morn- 
ing! It was the first time I had seen it in 14 months 
and, under the circumstances, it was transcendentally 
resplendent. 

In our weakened and half delirious condition we 
wanted to show our hospitality, and offered or rather 
invited our guests or rescuers to have tea with us; 
but they said “No, we want you on board, we have 
better stuff than that aboard.” 

We lost no time in gathering up our few effects and 
going aboard the most welcome ship that ever sailed 
into a harbor. At the time we were taken aboard the 
rescue ship we still had the carcasses of two small foxes 
between us and starvation. We wanted to take them 
on board with us, dreading to see so much good meat go 
to waste! 

Our rescue ship was a trading and walrus-hunting 
vessel called the “King and Winge.” It was not long 
until we were clambering over her sides. True enough, 
they had something better on board. They marched 
us down to the cabin, where they served us coffee and 
toast for a starter, and then at 7:30 o’clock we had 
breakfast. At breakfast we had ham and eggs, eggs 
any style we wanted, toast, fried potatoes, cereal and 
coffee with cream and sugar. After breakfast we were 
given baths, new clean clothes, new underwear and 
heavy woolens, new caps and sealskin boots. We 
scarcely Knew ourselves or each other. 

But before all these things happened we were on 
our way-to Waring Point for the party living there. 
Mr. Swanson, manager of the “King and Winge,” was in 
a hurry to complete the work of rescue and get away

from the island before real winter set in. 

When we arrived at Waring Point we took on the 
Eskimo family and five other persons. The little 
Eskimo came aboard carrying my kitten, which I had 
left in her care when I went to Rogers Harbor. Be- 
sides the persons rescued at Waring Point, we brought 
with us one kitten, three old dogs and three puppies. 
The ship remained at Waring Point only long enough 
to take the party there on board. On account of the 
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ice the ship could not get nearer than two miles off- 
shore. 

Our feasting on the ‘‘King and Winge” was not exactly 
the best thing for us. In the cabin they had a table 
loaded with good things aplenty, and told us to help 
ourselves. We needed no second invitation. We just 
camped right there and ate. 

The “King and Winge” was not the first ship to un- 
dertake our rescue. The United States revenue cutter 
“Bear” was the first to attempt this work. She failed 
on account of the conditions of ice she met. She was 
compelled to return to Nome for a fresh supply of coal, 
after which she started on her second trip to rescue us. 
Our faithful Capt. Bartlett was on board her, pacing 
the deck in his anxiety as to our fate. 

Leaving Waring Point the “King and Winge” sailed 
east, and when about 80 miles east of Wrangel Island 
she met the “Bear” coming to our rescue. Capt. Bart- 
lett came aboard the “King and Winge” and greeted us, 
and we were at once transferred to the “Bear.” It 
could easily be seen that our rescue was a great burden 
and responsibility taken from him. He had been faith- 


“S381 ful to his trust, and for us and our safety he would 


have braved any danger. 
of the Far North. 

We recuperated and took on weight rapidly. On 
board the “Bear” we were assured of our safety. Twelve 
persons were rescued from Wrangel Island, but three 
of our comrades lie buried beneath its soil. There were 
20 white men on the “Karluk” when she began drift- 
ing, and of those 20, nine survive today. 

Possibly no happier group on shipboard ever sailed 
into a harbor than the survivors of the “Karluk” as the 
“Bear” entered the harbor at Nome, Alaska. We were 
600 miles from our island prison. After our stay on 
Wrangell Island, Nome was a sunny Southland to us. 
No snow anywhere around Nome. The landscape, as 
far as the eye could reach, was green. The hills were 
covered with luxuriant pasturage. The icy North was 
far behind. We breathed our lungs full of the new 
wine of life. Here again we felt that we were in close 
touch with civilization.. Here, again, we walked upon 
the planked streets of a modern town, and here, re- 
cuperating our strength, we left the dangers of the 
North behind us. Of the hardships we endured, we 
have brought only their memory to gratify the inquiry 
of friends who awaited anxiously for assurance of our 
safety, and who greeted us with open arms upon our 
return.

SAN MARIN 


HE fact that San Marino has decided to enter the 
war on the side of the Allies recalls the roman- 
tic history of this smallest republic in the 
world and oldest state in Europe. It has 

thrown into the balance some 38 square miles of Appen- 
nine rocks and valleys, 950 soldiers and as many officers 
as it has square miles. 


Upon its highest point, Monte Titano, a sheer cliff 
9600 feet in altitude, St. Marinus laid the foundation of 
the little nation some 1600 vears ago. Addison said that 
San Marino had a nobler origin than Rome, in that the 
latter was at first an asylum for robbers and murderers 
afi the former of “persons eminent for piety and de- 
votion.”’ 


According to tradition, the -ounder of the State was 
a Dalmatian stonecutter named Marinus, who, after 
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working for years at Rimini, embraced Christianity and 
withdrew to Monte Titano to escape persecution under 
Diocletian. His fame as an austere anchorite reached 
the ears of the noble lady to whom it belonged and she 
presented the mount to him and in addition a tract of 


land, thinking that Marinus, as was usual in those days, 
would found a monastery. 


He did this and more, for he founded a republic. 
Dying, he gave Titano to his disciples, recommending 
them never to abandon it and “to organize a civil so- 
ciety and live always in perfect communion and peace 
based upon principles of virtue.” Marinus was canon- 
ized after his death. His body now rests \n the princi- 


pal church in the republic and his fete, wbich is the most | 


important in the land, is celebrated on Sept.3.
